But the British Ambassador appeared at 
the -State, War and Navy building this 
morning in his carriage accompanied by 
Percy Windham, the second Secretary of 
the British Embassy. The two came into 
the State Department corridors with so lit- 
tle ceremony that their presence there was 
unknown until they had been in conference 
with Secretary Hay for half an hour. Ed-

‘The conference lasted about an hour. At 
its close Mr. Hay sent for Sidney Smith, 
Chief of the Diplomatic Bureau of the 
State Department, and then summoned 
William Gwin and Eddie Savoy, his mes- 
sengers. These three, with Mr. Windham, 
-Were the witnesses to the signing of the 
treaty. 

Gwin and Savoy 
this is not the first treaty 
tested. They began their service in the 
State Department under Hamilton Fish, 
and have been there ever since as personal 
attendants on 
State. They are ex-slaves. It was Savoy 
who accompanied the Spinish Treaty Com- 
missioners to Paris at the close of the 
Spanish war, and the treaty was in his 
possession all the time. The matter was 
kept @-secret, but Savoy knew as well as 
any one else that he could have parted 
with what he knew for a large suni— 
enough to make him comfortable for life. 
Yet no one knew until long afterward 
that the treaty had been in the possession 
of the faithful colored man. 

Mr. Smith had the American copy of the 
treaty with him, the British copy having 
been brought by Mr. Windham. The treaty 
Was signed on the long table in the diplo- 
matic room. Gwin held the silver candle- 
stick which contained the taper used to 
burn the red sealing wax for the Seals, 
@nd Savoy spread the wax. Mr. Smith 
attachei the great seal of the United 
States, and Mr. Windham the royal seal, 
and then Mr. Hay and Lord Pauncefote 
attached their personal signatures. 

If there was anything approaching cere- 
monial, it was in-the putting out of the 
candle, It is never blown out on such oc- 
casions, but must be snuffed out with a 
silver extinguisher. 

After this there was a chat between the 
two representatives of the nations, and 
then the Ambassador left the department, 
taking: with him the British copy of the 
treaty. The text of the treaty will, of 
fourse, be scrupulously kept secret until 
after the Senate has acted, All publica- 
tions purporting to give the text have been 
compiled by the simple device of copying 
all the clauses of the old treaty known to 
be not in issue, and inserting the gist of 
Imaginary clauses which present what are 
known to be the points conceded by Great 
Britain. These points are as follows: 

The partnership between Great Britain 
and the United States is dissolved. The 
United States is the sole guarantor of the 
neutrality of the canal. Great Britain 
withdraws all pretensions to any share in 
the control or responsibility. The United 
States has not only the right to build, but 
the right to fortify the canal. This is not 
Stated in terms, but it is quite as effectively 
®ranted by the cutting out of the old provis- 
fon forbidding this, which was the only 
thing that ever stood in the way of fortifi- 
cation. This excision meets all the objec- 
fions of the late Senator Cushman K. Davis 
to the old treaty, and gives what he 
fought his last fight for. All commerce 
passing through the canal will fare alike 
‘and there will be no discrimination in favor 
of American shipping. These points are 
the only ones of difference between the 
old and the new treaty. They were set 
forth in a Washington dispatch to THE 
New Yor« TIMEs published’ on Novy. 3, 
which was founded on the statement of a 
high official. 

At the time this official stated that Great 
Britain had met the representatives of the 
United States in a spirit of fairness, and 
with no disposition to make exorbitant 
claims, and that she had recognized fully 
end candidly the view that the canal was 
@ matter of world-wide importance and or 
interest to all the nations, in which the 
United States should have the exclusive 
right to control.

Treaty Generally Accepted as Beneficial 
to Both Countries— Some Ad- 
verse Comments.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—In an editorial 
article to-day on the signing of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, The Times says that 
it. is impossible for the people of° this 
country to arrive just now at any con- 
clusion as to the view that will be taken 
in the United States Senate regarding 
the settlement which Mr. Hay and Lord 
Pauncefote have agreed upon, and which 
presumably safeguards, in the opinion of 

j both Governments, the interests of both 
countries. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Hay’s authority will be regarded by his 
countrymen as equally binding and con- 
clusive as is that of Lord Pauncefote. 

But, says The Times, it must not be 

| forgotten that the canal project has far 

,; more formidable difficulties to meetin 
the Senate than objections in connection 
with the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, or the 
proposals for its modification. Partisans 
of rival schemes are at work, and the 

; powerful railway interest, especially 


strong in the Senate, has to be reckoned 
with. The Times adds: 

“This country could not undertake the 
serious responsibility of maintaining the 
freedom of the canal for neutral com- 
merce in time of war, though, while we 
: hold open the seas, we should be able to 
look after our Own interests. But Brit- 
ish trade, as in the Suez Canal, may be 
trusted to hold its own on equal terms 
With that of all other countries. We are 
not likely to have any reason to regret 
from a commercial point of view the 
construction of the canal by the United 
States Government with public money 
on which no high interest is required to 
be paid and the low tolls for the advan- 
tage of American trade, in the benefits 
whereof, under the proposed treaty, this 
; country and all other trading nations will 

freely participate. 

By The Associated Press, 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Except as affording 

a chance for the Opposition journals to at- 

tack the Government and the Foreign Sec- 


retary, Lord Lansdowne, the signing of the 
new Isthmian Canal Convention does not 
exeite strong interest in Great Britain.

to gain by the construction of the canal. 
The Morning Post congratulates both 
; countries on the completion of: the treaty, 
and says it is glad that the convention of 
1800 has been revised in accordance with 
American wishes. 

The Daily Mail. fears that the signing: may 
| not terminate foreyef.a. troublesome dis- 
pute au@ thinks Canada ought to. receive 
some equivalent for the concessions which 
probably have been made. 

The Daily Chronicle says: 

“Lord Lansdowne has surrendered cy- 
erything without compensation. The Gov- 
ernment has climbed down from the posi- 
tion, it had deliberately chosen, and, al- 
though the disappearance of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty will not cause much regret, 
many people will sigh for the ‘ business 
| Cabinet’ which Lord Rosebery recently 
| suggested.’ 

In conclusion the Daily Chronicle char- 

+ acterizes the new treaty as ‘a full accept- 
ance by Great Britain of the Monroe Doc- 
trine,’’ and says, *‘ It would be strange in- 
deed if the Senate should object to such a 
one-sided bargain.’ 

The Westminter Gazette yesterday after- 
noon published an article contending that, 
even from a British viewpoint, it is Je- 

| sirable that the United States should build 
exclusively and guarantee the neutrality 
cf the Isthmian Canal, and that, if Lord 
Lansdowne obtained full commercial privi- 
leges in the canal for Great Britain, the 
treaty will not be wholly one-sided. 

The article concludes with advising the 
public to expect to be prepared to accept a 
settlement which will Fr gpeeeenee give 
us all we want, but which outwardly will 
not appear to be a triumph of diplomacy. 
By the blundering of American statesmen 
we were put in an embarrassing position 
last year, and we will show some magna- 
nimity if, for the sake of peace and good- 
will, we approach the new settlement with- 
out a recollection of that event. 

‘Let us remember that we have had 
some success in recent dealings with Amer- 
ica. The Bering Sea award and Venezuela 
treaty were both substantially in our favor, 
and if we get open water in the canal we 
shall be the gainers by the loss of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette takes a similar 
view of the matter, and says: 

‘We are surrendering a right we would 
never seriously think of exercising, but 
which might be infringed at any moment to 
the serious detriment of British dignity. 
On the other hand, it is understood that 
compensation will be found in the absence 
of a heavy toil or tariff restrictions. The 
canal is expected to be thrown open to the 
world, and the opening of that door will 
be the price the British Government ob- 
tained for the abandonment of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty.” _ 

The St. James's Gazette says: 

“We have confidence that the American 
people will recognize in the abandonment 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty pe further 
sign of the value. we set on their good will 
and the earnestifess of our desire to help 
forward their aspirations after greatness. 
Hearty relations between mother and 
daughter are more to us than academic 
treaty rights.”’

London Times Correspondent Says 
Both Sides Lie. 


Burghers Taught to Believe that They 
Are the Chosen of God and Will 
Own All South Africa.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Mail advices from 
Natal to The Times say the problem in 
South Africa is a complicated one, and 
cannot be grasped by reading the news- 
papers. Both sides lie. 

The correspondent says the British 
must be made to understand that they 
have to deal with a peculiar people, 
whose very elementary education has 
been directed by their unscrupulous and 
ambitious leaders to imbuing them with 
the belief that, as the chosen of God, 
they are called to the dominion of South 
Africa. They are taught that the Amale- 
kite Britisher is to be driven into the 
sea, leaving them the blacks as their 
hewers of wood and drawers of water, a5 
in the days of the Great Trek. 

In Natal, says the correspondent, the 
people are either thoroughly loyal or 
thorough rebels, but in Cape Colony 
thousands of Afrikanders are on the 
fence. 

There has baie ‘too much sentimental 
humbug, declares the correspondent. He 
insists that the inhabitants must be 
thoroughly “ smashed,” and made to feel 
that they are “ smashed,” for the sake of 
the future quiet of South Africa. Then 
will be the time for the British to be gen- 
erous. After peace comes the burghers 
ean be handled easily, if the scales of 
justice are evenly held.

Position Was First "Offered to Abdur 
Rahman Pasha—Said Pasha’s Career.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The Constantino- 
ple correspondent of The Times says that 
Abdur Rahman Pasha, when the Grand 
Vizierate was offered to him, made the 
removal of two of the Ministers a condi- 
tion of his acceptance. 

The Sultan thereupon appointed Said 
Pasha, whose aptitude for combating the 
internal difficulties and counteracting 
the designs of the Young Turkey Party 
recommended him to his Majesty. 


The father of Said Pasha was Turkish 
Ambassador to Persia. Said’s official career 
began when he became a clerk in a Gov- 
ernment office. Later he was secretary to 
Subhi Pasha, and the latter was so im- 

ressed with his abilities that he caused 

aid to receive an appointment in the Coun- 
cil of State. Said’s rise after that was 
rapid, and before long he was secretary to 
the Grand Vizier. 

In 1879, Said himself became Grand Vizier, 
He continued to hold the position for many 
— except for one period of twenty-four 

ours, during which he was supplanted, as 
the result of the Sultan getting into a rage. 

In recent years Said’s career has been a 
checkered one. He has been, Grand Vizier 
no less than five times, these periods of 
power alternating with times: when he was 
in imminent danger of things worse than 
disgrace. On one occasion he fled to the 
British Embassy for sanctuary, and did 
not leave it until assured that he would re- 
tain his life and freedom, promising in re- 
turn, however, to leave Turkey 

Said’s character is very dissimilar to that 
of the average Turkish official. He is not 
= arded as an intriguer, though he is a 

ster of diplomacy. He is said to be abso- 
lutely incorruptible. 


USE FOR UNSALABLE WINE.

TO DEVELOP TENNESSEE 
COAL AND IRON LANDS. 


Nathaniel Baxter, Jr., Becomes Presi- 
dent of a New Company, Backed 


by St. Louis Capital.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 18.—Nathaniel 
‘Baxter, Jr., has resigned the Presidency 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway 
Company for the purpose of accepting a 
similar position with the Cumberland Coal 
and Coke Company. The resignation be- 
comes effective Dec. 1. The new company 
has large capital behind it, and is fathered 


by St. Louis: financiers, whose faith in the 
resources of Tennessee has been shown be- 


ore. 

Mr. Baxter has been the executive head 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company for fourteen years. It is now the 
largest of all Southern corporations. Mr. 
Baxter believes that the mineral lands of 
the Cumberland Plateau are among the 
‘greatest in the world, and that within eigh- 
teen months coal and iron from that sec- 
tion will be going to all the great markets 
of this country. 

It is his purpose to personally take charge 
of the affairs of the Cumberland Coal and 
Coke C a. yany and see that the work of de- 
velopin e lands which it owns is pushed 
forwar raptdl 

Their coa ison, and timber lands are on 
the Cumberland plateau, and they have 
between half a million and seven hundred 
thousand acres. While coal is now being 
mined from the Crawford properties, which 
are to be consolidated with the undeveloped 
lands higher, and also at several points on 
the Tennessee Central Railroad proper, 
there has been comparatively little done. 

The Tennessee Central and the Cumber- 
land Coal and Coke Company will work 
closely together, the owners of the prop- 
erties being almost identical, as Col. Jere 
Baxter and the St. Louis sy ndicate are as- 
sociated with Nathaniel Baxter. 

It is Mr. Baxter’s intention to proceed at 
once with the work of opening the unde- 
veloped coal fields. Many thousand coke 
ovens are to be built, and in time will 
come the question of blast furnaces,

the bridge, and just at the rush hour, 
caused a serious blockade in travel from 
Manhattan to Brooklyn last evening. It 
resulted especially in a great crush at the 
New York terminus, where one man was 
quite severely injured and many women 
fainted. The scramble for a place in the 
trolley cars at the loop amounted to little 
short of a stampede at times. 

The blockade, caused by the derailing of 
a motor car, No. 741, shut off the Long 
Island and Jamaica line, the Fifth Avenue 
and Bay Ridge line, the Fifth Avenue and 
Bath Beach line, the Myrtle Avenue and 


Ridgewood line, and the Hast New York’ 


line on the elevated roads. It occurred at 


5:40 o'clock. 

Persons entering the Manhattan shed of 
the bridge were warned that only the Kings 
County trains were running. The rush that 
this announcement caused for the trolley 
cars on the loop was dangerous. 

In a few minutes the entrance of the 
Brooklyn Bridge at this side was filled with 
a struggling and pushing crowd that 
seemed to care little what happened so 
long as a seat was obtained in one of the 
cars. It became necessary to send for an 
extra squad of police to assist in handling 
the crowds. 

For more than an hour this crush con- 
tinued. By sheer force the policemen 
pushed the people away from the moving 
cars. Both men and women in large num- 
bers screamed at times, and in several 
eases the latter were so hammed in and 
frightened that they fainted. 

In spite of the great jam there was only 
one accident. It befell John Wagrlr, a 
middle-aged cloth cutter, who lives at 22 


Van Voorhis Street, Brooklyn. He was on 
the train platform, and when he heard that 
no trains were running in the direction in 
which he wanted to go, he made a rush to 
get down stairs to take a surface car, and 
was hemmed in by the crowd.. He was 
jammed against the iron railing around the 
staircase and his left shoulder was dislo- 
cated. He screamed loudly from the pain, 
and then fainted. 
Dr. Johnson, who was sent for from the 
Hudson Street Hospital, found that not 
only had the man’s shoulder been dislo- 
cated, but that he had also been otherwise 
injured. In spite of his serious condition 
he refused to go to the hospital for treat- 
ment and he was taken home after his 
wounds had been temporarily dressed. 
When the car jumped over the track in 
Brooklyn it was just moving from what is 
known. as a. spur:of the elevated track of 
th Avenue line Med 4 beyond the ele- 
reached Tillary 
rand Concord Streets. W en the car jumped 
the track it was part way upon a switch 
whieh. crosses.the. track leading to Man- 
hattan, and hence both tracks became 
blocked. It was densely filled with pas- 
sengers and caused great excitement among 
them. The motor box, which'is a very 
heavy piece of mechanism, broke loose and 
fell to the track. Ordinarily the block would 
have been cleared in half an hour, but 
y motor box to jack up it 
was 10 o'clock before the road was cleared. 
There were several  fire-extinguishing 
cans on the car which was derailed, and 
these broke when the car jounced along 
on the ties, and ruined the clothing of a 
number of personss who happened to be 
passing underneath. 


BORDEN REDUCES PRICES 
FOR ALL PRINT CLOTHS. 


Action Causes Consternation Among All 
Fall River Mill Owners. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Nov. 18.—H. C. D. 
Borden, owner of the Iron Works Mills in 
this city, to-day dropped prices of all kinds 
of prints one-half cent per yard, except 
shirting, which he dropped one-quarter of a 
cent. The action caused consternation in 
the trade, and it is likely to be several days 
before matters become settled. Many can- 
cellations of orders have been reported al- 
ready. This does not mean that the price 
of print cloths in. this market has been 
reduced, but simply that Mr. Borden has 
reduced the prices of his own finished 
goods, in order to be able to sell more 
goods. 

This will cause other printers to refuse to 
buy, in view of the declining market. The 
print cloth market a firm at 3'cents. 

This morning the employes of the Iron 
Works began work without friction on a 
wage scale 5 per cent. under the scale of 
the past fortnight. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Borden twice advanced wages, but 
he has withdrawn the second 5 per cent, in- 
crease mesaues other mills did not follow 
his lead. 


MR. MULVIHILL’S DENIAL. 


Bridgeport’s Mayor Says He Will Not 
Try to Prevent Building of City Hall.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Noy. 18.—Mayor 
Dennis Mulvinill denies emphatically the 
story that he will prevent the building of 
the new City Hall. He said to-day: 

“J have never given any public utter- 
ance on the matter since I have been elect- 
ed Mayor. It might be inferred from my 
record as an Alderman that I would stop 
the building. Perhaps I would Stop it if I 
could, but I doubt whether I can or not. 
That is an important matter, and requires 
the most careful investigation. I have 
never been interviewed on the matter.”’ 

Ex-Mayor porting. Chairman of the com- 
mittee on the lding of the new City 
Hall, said that the committee was going 
right ahead with the work. He said that 
the State had authorized the building, and 
the Bridgeport Common Council had rati- 
fied the issue of bonds for it, and the pres- 
ent administration could not prevent it 
from being built.

FOLLOWS FIRE PANIC. 


Accident to the Moving Picture Ap- 
paratus—An Explosion and a Cur- 
tain Ablaze in Proctor’s 
Pleasure Palace. 

Panic prevailed in Proctor’s Pleasure 
Palace, or Fifty-eighth Street Theatre, on 
Third Avenue, last night, when the tech- 
noscope, or moving picture machine, appar- 
ently exploded. An alarm .of fire was 
turned in, and half the audience rushed to 
the> street. Most of them were persuaded 
to return to the theatre by a force of po- 
licemén and some cool-headed persons, but 
a number of women whose nerves were 
shaken by the excitement, hastened to 

their homes. 

It all happened at 9:20 o'clock, while the 
machine was showing a picture of ‘‘ Grand- 
ma Threading a Needle.’ There was a 


sharp repcrt <nd a sheet of blue flame shot 
from the box which inclosed the machine. 
i The heavy plush curtain which shielded 
the back of tre inclosure commenced to 
burn. In an instant the entire audience 
had arisen to their feet and a rush, though 
not a stampede, was begun for the doors 

Fireman Smith of Hook and Ladder No. 
20, who was detailed to the theatre for 
just such emergencies, went to the corner 
of Fifty-ninth Street and Third Avenue 
and sent in an alarm. The services of the 
firemen were not needed, however, for the 
employes of the theatre quickly unreeled a 
line of hose in the corridor of the house 
and put a stream on the blaze. That was 
more easily done than managing the crowd. 

James Quinn, Superintendent of the thea- 
tre, assisted by two policemen of the East 
Fifty-first Street Station and a _ special 
oliceman who had come from _Terrace 

arden, and Dr. H. D. Goetchius of 147 East 
Fifty- first Street, who was in the audience, 
bent their efforts in calming the crowd, 
They shouted to the men ‘to be men, 
and told the women that there was no 
danger. When convinced, the audience 
made as much of a rush back into the 
theatre as théy did out of it, and with 
them went not a few persons who had paid 
no admission, but saw an opportunity of 
seeing the remainder of the performance 
for nothing. 

Electrician Smith, who was managing 
the picture machine, was slightly burned. 
He could not explain the cause of the acci- 
dent. The report quickly spread that the 
trouble was much more serious than it 
was and the reserves of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station went to the theatre. 
Fire Chief Croker also put in an ap- 
pearance. 

Dr. Goetchius,* who was sitting directly 
beside the maehine, was loud in his praises 
of the behavior of the attachés of the thea- 
tre, but highly condemnatory of the actions 
of ‘the men who were in the audience. 
* They were ten times worse than the wo- 
men,”’ he said. During all the excitement 
the pianist of the theatre played on. This 
had a good effect on a large share of the 
audience.

MR.WHITNEY LEASES RANCOCAS 


Famous Lorillard Breeding Farm Rented 
by Mrs. Allien to New York 
Millionaire. 

The future of the famous Rancocas Stud 
Farm, at Jobstown, N. J., founded by the 
late Pierre Lorillard and bequeathed on 
his death to Mrs. Lily -Barnes Allien, seems 
at last to have been settled by an arrange- 


ment under which the farm will be kept in- 
tact and leased to William.C. Whitney. 
The statement that the lease of the place 
had already been signed and that a partial 
agreement for the purchase of the farm 
had been made was circulated yesterday. 

Mr. Whitney, when seen at the Horse 
Show last night, denied that he had made 
any arrangement for the purchase of Ron- 
cocas. He ceclined to discuss the details 
of the lease he was said to have taken on 
the place, but left no room for doubt that 
he has leased the farm and will take pos- 
session within a short time. 

The arrangement made is one which will 
suit Mrs. Allien perfectly, as under the 
lease the,property will bring her in a large 
income, whereas, had she attempted to con- 
duct the stock farm herself,,she could have 
done so only at a great expense and with 
some doubt of remuneration. Mr. Whitney, 
on the other hand, long has been seeking a 
suitable place for a nursery of thorough- 
bred horses somewhere near New York, 
and the acquisition of Rancocas exactly an- 
swers his requirements. Ft he has not 
yet announced his intentions, it is probable 
that he soon will transfer to Rancocas the 
thoroughbred horses, stallions, and mares 
that he now has on La Belle Stud, in Ken- 
tueky, under the management of 7 of 
Headley, and then will breed entirely on 
the New Jersey farm, which will be acces- 
sible easily from New York. 

Only a few. weeks ago the statement was 

published that Mr. Whitney had taken op- 
fons on several Kentucky farms with a 
view to incor pore ns all of the land into 
one farm, and there continuing his breed- 
ing of horses. Whether he now will pur- 
chase the Renweny property is doubtful, 
as Rancocas will fill every requirement and 
would make a Kentucky farm seemingly 
superfluous.

More-Society People Present than 
on Any Previous First Day. 


MARKED SOBERNESS IN DRESS 


Number and Class of Animals Exhibited:

The Horse Show is here again, and 
through this week the world of society and 
fashion will revolve about the tan-bark 
arena in Madison Square Garden.

the very start all records were broken in 
the matter of attendance, while from the 
point of view of the lover of the horse, 
all records were ‘eclipsed both in regard 
to the number and class of the exhibits.

Under the glare of the electric lights 
there was a brave blaze of colors in the 
huge circle about the arena, while there 
was such a representation of society as 
never before Was attracted on a first day. 
The immense success of the opening ex- 
ceeded by far all anticipations of the Na- 
tional Horse Show Association of America, 
the organization under whose management 
the greatest exhibition of the fashionable 
and popular breeds of the horse known to 
the world is held. 

Society for the opening day appar- 
ently elected to see rather than be seen, 
for there was marked soberness in dress, 
and at frequent intervals the boxes “were 
emptied while the holders strolled to the 
stables below stairs or joined the riding and 
hunting group that clung persistently 
about the gates to the show ring. Every 
box, however, held its full complement of 
occupants at some time in the evening, and 
a roll call of notables would have found 
few absentees.

Boxes Well Filled in- Afternoon and at 
Night, and Much Interest Taken 
in the Proceedings. 


As a rule, thé Horse Show has a gradual 
progress, afd it is Wednesday or Thursday 
before it reaches the height of fashionable 
favor. It started yesterday so well that it 
would seem that it will be a continued suc- 
week. The boxes were 
well filled in the afternoon, and again in 
the evening, when the largest audience as- 
sembled. The walk in the earlier part of 
the day was never uncomfortably crowded, 
but at night there was the crush that al- 
ways has been experienced when the show 
is at its zenith.

SOME NOTABLE COSTUMES. 


Most of the Gowns Inconspicuous and 
Few Flowers in Evidence. 

The gowns at the Horse Show in the aft- 
ernoon were most of them decidedly incon- 
spicuous, and there was hardly a flower in 
evidence. Two or three women wore gar- 
denias. 

Mrs. Hamilton W. Cary wore a study in 
heljiotropes. The blousing Eton coat had 
stitched leaf-shaped appliqués of heliotrope 
panne velvet on each side the front, and 
these were not merely stitched around the 
edges, but in rows a quarter of an inch 
apart. The Bishop sleeves had wristbands 
or narrow cuff of panne, also stitched, 
and there’ were more appliques on the 
sleeves and the skirt. The hat matched it 
in violets and heliotrope velvet. 

Mrs. William Everard Strong was in 
black velvet, with a trailing skirt, the coat 
an Eton. Both skirt and jacket had lat- 
tice-work appliques of narrow bands of 
black = silk. The jacket was edged all 
around with this lattice work, and canie 
down over the upper portion of the pale | 
blue Louisine sash, tied on at the left of 
the back with ends hardly longer than the 
loops of the bow. The velvet sleeves of the 
jacket ended at the elbow, and a full sleeve 
or lace extended down over the hand, gath- 
ered in at the wrists. A small round hat of 
black veivet and white lace and tulle was 
worn. 

Mrs. I. Townsend Burden was in black 
eloth, a coat and skirt, 4nd through the 
turned-back flaring cuffs of the latter ran 
a band of red. There were large lapels of 
white lacework. Mrs. Burden's hat was a 
double-brimmed affair of red, with silvery 
white showing between the brims and an 
aigrette at one side. 

Mrs. John Jacob Astor wore the most 
striking and beautiful gown of the after- 
noon. The material was some soft, clinging 
goods in a small black and white check, a 
check large enough to be decided, but not 
too decided for beauty. The blousing front- 
ed bodice was laid in two box plaits in the 
back, tapering slightly at the waist line 
und curving in to meet there. From under- 
neath the wrinkled folds of white taffeta 
that formed the girdle—which was fastened 
in front—the box plaits seemed to extend 
within a foot and a half of the floor, and 
then feil loose. The edge of the skirt, 
which lay on the floor a bit all around, was 
finished with two or three deep tucks. 

The sleeves were the unique feature. They 
Were scant at the top, apparently laid in 
piaits, which were held in place by tab- 
ended straps of the black and white, piped 
with black and orange, the colors of the 
Horse Show badges. From underneath these 
straps at the front of the shouiders the 
sleeves began to grow fuller and this full- 
ness increased until about six inches from 
the wrist, where they formed large and 
bagging but most graceful full sleeves, 
wrobably a foot in width. The lower six 
nches of the sleeves were of the black ang 
white, barred with black and orange, like 
the upper sleeves. The plaits on the front 
of the skirt also showed crossing straps 
edged with black and ‘eC Mrs. Astor 
wore a small black and white hat, a flat 
stole collar perhaps five inches wide, and 
a small muff. he whole costume from 
head to foot was especially adapted to Mrs. 
Astor’s svelte figure. 

Mrs. George Keppel, who was in Mr. 
Whitney's box, wore a superb coat of black 
lamb. It extended to the floor and had a 
deep, almost a triple, collar, with wide re- 
vers of mink, and the coat sleeves had dee 
turned-back flaring cuffs of the fur. R 
rather small black velvet hat trimmed with 
ostrich tips and a black spotted net veil 
was worn. 

Mrs. Joseph E. Widener, with a trailing 
black broadcloth skirt, wore an Eton coat 
of mink, with full bishop sleeves. It had 
wide revers, and the open front disclosed a 
bodice of rich cream-colored lace over 
white chiffon, and lace over chiffon 
trimmed the lower portions of the sleeves, 
and covered the narrow cuffs. Mrs, Widen- 
er’s hat was a boat-shaped affair of mink, 
trimmed with white lace and chiffon. Alto- 
gether the costume was most striking. 

Mrs. Howard Gould was comparatively 
quietly gowned in gray tucked cloth, the 
coat and sleeves tucked all over in vertical 
rib tucks an eighth of an inch apart. On 
each side of the front small red block fig-. 
ures were appliqued, and the collar also 
showed a little red. The hat worn was a 
charming one of black furry felt edged with 
white and trimmed with small black and 
white ostrich plumes. 

One of the most perfect gowns of the 
afternoon was seen on Mrs. Frederick 
Edey. It was a rather dark stone gray 
cloth.

It closed 
invisibly at the ieft under three strappings 
of panne. A small but long gray boa of 
ostrict feathers was worn, and the broad 
and rather flat hat had the effece of 
one continuous ostrich plume that ran all 
around the brim, the ends falling over the 
coiffure in the back. Every woman knows 
how difficult it is to get the same shades 
in cloth, velvet, and feathers, and this

Her wrap came far below her waist 
and swept out well over the trailing skirts.

Eccentric Costumes Generally Con- 


spicuous by Their Absence. 

The dressing among the men at the 
Horse Show was never more conservative. 
There were very few horsey get-ups no- 
ticeable yesterday, and the greater number 
of the men wore very severe afternoon dress, 
The frock coats are long this year, and 
have a waist line, but they are not so 
marked as they were last season. The top 
hats have a jittle more bell to them. Other- 
wise there is no change in the afternoon 
costume from last season, or even the sea- 
son before. The majority of the men wore 
dark ascots with small pins. 

John Drew had a coat of some mixed 
material with pocket flaps, which was 


somewhat quaint in cut, and Livey Beek- 
man had one very much like it. Stanley 
Mortimer was the only man who wore a 
long paddock coat. This he had ey dur- 
ing the afternoon. Frederick Baldwin and 
a few other men wear hats which are made 
for them, and never differ in shape. A 
few had white duck waistcoats with their 
afternoon dress. Frederick Gebhard had a 
lounge suit on in the afternoon and a 
bright searlet four-in-hand tie with a pearl 
pin. Thomas Maitland, Jr., wore one of the 
new overcoats, which hang loose from the 
shoulders, but are a bit tighter than the 
Raglan, and rejoice in a waist which gives 
them a more dressy appearance. 

In the evening all the men wore evening 
dress.

WORK OP THE RING JUDGES. 


Classes Were Well Filled and Keenly 
Contested Throughout the Day. 


The ring shows, from first to last, were 
uncommohly high in class and unusually 
larg, the popular classes so filling the 
arena that exh‘bitors were at a positive 
disadvantage until the ‘“‘ open ,gate” re- 
lieved the congestion. It was matter of 
necessity that the gate was kept open, fer, 
numerically, the rings surpassed all reeords 
ef the Horse Show, and to facilitate the 
judging. the unworthy were hurried cut 
of the tanbark circle with all speed. 

For all that the judges fell behind the 
time schedule, close competition in several 
remarkably big classes compelling them to 
go over the period prescribed by the pro- 
gramme. The closest of these contests 
were the big carriage horse class, with 
forty-two entries, and the four-in-hand 
ring in the afternoon, and the class for 
pairs of harness horses, with twenty-one 


pairs entered, and the tandem class, with 
twenty entries in the evening. 

The ring was well filled with horses at 
exercise before the formal opening of the 
exhibition at 9 o’clock in the morning, and 
though the attendance at that time was ex- 
ceedingly light, those fortunate to be pres- 
ent in the forenoon saw a number of brisk 
displays of horses and horsemanship. Sad- 
dle horses, jumpers, and pony classes filled 
in the forenoon, while harness classes were 
in#éthe majority in the afternoon, when the 
attendance reached the high water 
mark for the openigg day of the show. 
This large attendance was excelled in the 
evening, when the boxes were filled as they 
have been only on special nights at former 
shows, while balcony and galleries held 
crowds that indicated a most uncommon 
general interest in the exhibition. 

The features of the afternoon were the 
closses for roadsters, carriage horses, and 
four-in-hands, for all of which there were 
rings of great size. The full entry list of 
roadsters competed, the competition for the 
blue ribbon narrowing down after all but 
four had found the gate, to E. T. States- 
bury’s handsome bay mare Allie Nun, 
driven by G. M. Webb, and James W. 
Cooke's equally handsome bay mare Wilkie 
Patchen, admirably handled by her owner. 
The older mare, favored by her longer 
training and more settled manners, finally 
won, Allie Nun wearing the*blue ribbon 
to her stable, with Wilkie Patchen second.

About as pretty a ring of carriage horses 
as the annual exhibition in Madisan Square 
Garden ever produced was that which com- 
peted in the first class of the afternoon. Of 
the forty-two entries there were few that 
were not én private use; but, good as the 
class was, the yavaing gates swallowed the 
separate exhibits so fast that a bare half 
dozen finished. Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Grey Cloud was one of the earliest to find 
the way out, but the exhibitor had so 
much company that there was no occasion 
for his feeling Maney.

The driving would have been creditable 
in a forty-acre lot, and in the limited space 
of the show ring it was nothing short of 
marvelous, Mr, Vanderbilt took all the 
chances that his opponents did, and the 
coaches rumbled over the tan bark, with 
horses at a gallop, in hair-raising style, 
but try as they would the other three 
drivers found.the Carmen four invincible, 
and one more blue ribbon was added to the 
trophies that Donder and Blitzer, aided by 
the chestnut wheelers, have won. Mrs, 
Gerken’s four got second Vat with the 
Misses Lawsons’ team third, and Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s four fourth. 

The evening show was started off with a 
class so evenly matched that even after 
three-fourths of the carriage pairs compet- 
ing in it had been weeded out the judges 
were far from.a decision. When the class 
had been nearly half an hour over time in 
the ring, a verdict between a half-dozen 
was reached, with new-comers again win- 
ners, W. L. Hikins for the second time in 
the day winning with Billy Finch, coupled 
this time with an equally good show horse 
in the brown gelding Foraker, while among 
the beaten pairs were several that in for- 
mer years had won blue-ribbon honors. 

A remarkably fine saddle class, resulting 
in a long contest before the first place was 
awarded to Mrs. William EH. Katman’s More 
Than Queen, most admirably ridden by the 
Kentucky horseman C. B. Rafley, and a 
big tandem ring, won by the old favorites 
Lord Briiliant and Lord Golden, driven by 
A. Batonyi, were the other special features 
of the evening. In the tandem class were 
the Southern champions Prince Charming 
and Princess Charming, entered by Law- 
rence James, but the horses, victors in 
many shows in the South and Southwest, 
had not yet recovered from their trip to 
New York, and, not being in show ring 
condition, were passed. 

The last class of the night, for qualified 
hunters, brought out a moderate lot of 
jumpers, whose performances over hurdles 
were watched by the enthusiasts only, the 
crowd having thinned out by that time, 
as it was nearly midnight.. In this James 
W. Colt’s Jack Frost proved himself much 
the best and was the winner, though his 
jumping last night was far from the kind 
that a ehampionship will call for. 

There were the customary criticisms of 
the judges’ decrees, but for all the differ- 
ences in opinion there was no real bitter- 
ness. The most-talked-of verdicts of the 
afternoon were one which sent Mrs. Lily 
Barnes Allien’s pony pair to the gate 
among the first, and the quick dismissal of 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s really showy horse 
Gray Cloud. Mrs. Allien showed as the 
Rancocas entry a fine pair, matched in 
color, but the fault found was that they 
were not matched in size, one standing 
nearly a hand above the other Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s horse was found wanting in deport- 
ment and style, though the animal, with 
care, unquestionably will make prize-win- 
ning material.

ADOPTED DAUGHTER GETS 
~ LYMAN BULLARD’S MONEY 


Will Disinheriting Mrs. Rundell Was 
Destroyed. 


Estate Valued at $500,000 Will Go to 
Her—Romantic Stories of Mr. 
Bullard’s Career.

LOCKPORT, N. Y., Nov. 18.—Mrs. Harry 
Rundell, née Lillian Bullard, will inherit 
almost all of the late Lyman Bullard’s es- 
tate, in spite of the fact that she was dis- 
inherited about two years ago, when she 
married Mr. Rundell of Beach Ridge 
against Mr. Bullard’s wishes. The estate 
is valued at $500,000. Since the death of 
Mr. Bullard at Swanee, Niagara County, 
about a month ago, many interesting and 
romantic sidelights have been thrown upon 
his career. 

Twelve years ago he cate to this city 
from Philadelphia. He was a poor work- 
ingman at that time, as well as a spend- 
thrift. From here he went to North Tona- 
wanda, where he got a job as a driver on a 
canalboat plying between Buffalo and New 
York. He was to receive $25 a month and 
his board. Arriving in New York, he threw 
up his job and drew the money that was 
due him for ten days’ work, As had been 
his custom, he sought a poker game and 
took a hand. For the first time in his life 
luck came to him. 

It seemed that there was nothing but 
straight flushes and full hotises in the deck 
for Bullard that night. As the money 
piled up in front of him, he became impa- 
tient to win still faster. Before the night 
was over he was introduced to a coterie of 
men who played for big stakes, and when 
he quit the game he was worth $200,000, all 
won in a night. From that day until he 
quit gambling, Bullard never changed. He 
became known in New York as a good fel- 
low to a fault. 

Severat years ago he met a young girl 
in Cleveland, adopted her, and brought her 
to Niagara County. Nothing is known of 
the girl’s antecedents. She was and is still 
a great beauty. She was introduced in 
society as Miss Lillian Bullard, and at that 
time it was supposed she was Mr. Bullard’s 
sister. She was graduated from the Tona- 
wanda High School in 1895, and it was her 
protector’s ambition to send her to one of 
the leading colleges for women. But she 
fell in love with Harry Rundell, a Beach 
Ridge youth, about four years ago, and they 
were married in 1897, 

When Bullard learned of the wedding he 
flew into a rage and declared that he would 
never again speak to his adopted daughter. 
He declared that she would not get one 
cent from his estate at his death. He 
seemed to lose all interest in life, and his 
friends, seeing the change that had come 
over him, feared for his health. He stopped 
gambling and devoted his attention to real 
estate .investments, buying many farms 
throughout Niagara County and paying lib- 
eral. prices for them. 

He owned a dozen or more tracts of land 
in the vicinity of Lockport when he died. 
These are now being sold to convert the 
estate into cash. It is no secret that he 
drew up a will shortly after his ward mar- 
ried Rundell, cutting off the young woman 
without a dollar. The document could not 
be found after he died, and it has since been 
learned that he voluntarily destroyed it. 
It is said that he relented and forgave the 
young woman shortly before his death. 

For the last three or four years of his 
life Bullard occupied a farmhouse on the 
Swanee Road. He received no callers and 
did not even have a housekeeper to take 
care of his home. He.was rarely seen upon 
the’ streets or at the Hotel Sheldon, in 
North Tonawanda, his former favorite 
haunt. During these seemingly unhappy 
‘years, however, he did not forget the poor 
people amon his acquaintances. No one 
eyer appealed to him for aid ‘in vain, it is 
igaid\ Bnd) the had a warm spot in his heart 
i fon-every gne.except the youth who carried 
off his ward. He died of heart failure, 
alone and without a friend at his bedside 
during his last hours. His body was found 
several hours Jater. 

Harry, Rundell and his bride have lived 
in Buffalé sinée they were married. Run- 
dellsis still employed in a Main Street hard- 
ware store, but it is said that he is about 
to. resign his position. 

Bullard is survived by two sisters, who 
will come in for a share of the estate, while 
the bulk of it will go to Lillian Rundell.

WORLD’S WICKEDEST PLACE. 


Dr. Paddock Says It Is the Block Op- 
posite That on Which the Pro- 


Cathedral Stands. 

‘The block opposite me has seven houses. 
It contains a thousand people, Families of 
from five to twelve persons live in two 
rooms, It is the wickedest place in the 
world.” This is what the Rev. Dr. Robert 
L. Paddock, rector of the Protestant 
Episcopal Pro-Cathedral, at 130 Stanton 
Street, told the Churchmen’s Association 
of. Columbia University at its first annual 
meeting in one of the college buildings 
last night. The block he means would be 


that on Stanton Street, south side, between 
Essex and Norfolk Streets. 

The Churchmen’s Association is made up 
of some of the Episcopalian students at 
Columbia. It was formed a year ago for 
religious and social purposes. Dr. Paddock 
was invited to speak. After he had finished 
the association had a dinner. Dr. Pad- 
dock’s subject was ‘‘ Missions.’’ He began 
by speaking of the necessity of diffusing 
American ideas and of trying to aid the 
establishment of American institutions all 
over the world. He said it was an absolute 
necessity for young Americans to go 
abroad, not only as missionaries, but even 
as business men, so that American ideas 
could be spread and American institutions 
made known. He mentioned South Amer- 
ica as a good field, and declared that it 
is progressing wonderfully in a religious 
and commercial way. 

Dr. Paddock then spoke of the election, 
saying that it had turned out splendidly and 
that it meant for good. He said there must 
be reform in the city, and that probably 
much good would be done through the re- 
form administration, especially in the 
crowded tenements. He told of what the 
Pro-Cathedral work was doing in aiding 
east siders by the establishment of social 
clubs, kindergartens, all sorts of amuse- 
ments, including theatricals, and means of 
education. 

One square mile in the district he was in, 
said Dr. Paddock, was the most crowded 
square mile in population in the world. He 
went on to speak of vice in the district, 
until he told of the block opposite his own 
home—the Pro-Cathedral—when he said 
‘this is the wickedest place in the world.”’ 


TYPEWRITER CAUSED ARREST. 


Two Boys Had and When Their 
Rooms Were’ Searched Other 


Stolen Goods Were Found. 

Detectives Madden and Schmidt of the 
Eldridge Street Station arrested two labor- 
ers Friday last on the Bowery with a new 
typewriter.

on, and fined $5,000.

SECURITIES COMPANY 
TO BE FOUGHT HARD 


Gov. Van Sant of Minnesota May 
Call an Extra Session. 


Says He Will Do All in His Power to 
Thwart Consolidation Scheme — 
Other Governors May 
Act, Too. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 18.—It is a fore- 
gone conclusion that a special session of 
the Legislature will be called within a few 
days to enact laws to prevent any change 
in. the operation or management of the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific Rail- 
reads. Gov. Van Sant received advices 
from Montana, North Dakota, and Wash- 
ington to-day, saying that those States 
would follow the lead of Minnesota. 

‘As soon as the Attorney General returns 
I will hold a conference with him and as- 
certain what can be done to checkmate this 
reported consolidation of the railroads in 
this State,’’ said the Governor to-day. 

“I cannot say definitely what will be 
done until I have held a consultation with 
him and ascertained what, if anything, can 
be done under the present laws and what 
further can be done by the Legislature. If 
the consolidation cannot be checked under 
existing laws, but can be checked by means 
of further legislation, I will feel justified 
in calling an extra session of the Legislat- 
ure to take up the question. I believe laws 
ean be enacted which will prevent the 
consolidation or at least render the com- 
bination ineffective. 

*““We can compel them to maintain sep- 
arate organizations at any rate. I shall 
leave nothing undone that is within my 
power to prevent the consummation of this 
scheme for consolidation, but, as I have 
said, the first step is to consult with the 
Attorney General and ascertain what meth- 


od of legal procedure it is best to adopt. 
Until I have ascertained that I can say 
nothing definite.’ 

Members of the Legislature are offering 
their services free to the State, and the 
pressure is so strong that it is believed a 


session will be held. Vice President Darius | 


Miller of the Great Northern, who has been 
in New York for two weeks, and who is, of 
course, familiar with all the intentions of 
President Hill, returned to St. Paul to-day 
and was subjected to many questions. by 
railroad officials. To Great Northern offi- 
cials Mr. Miller evidently imparted news of 
interest and of a pleasing nature, but with 
the newspaper men he was reticent.

Rogers will not take hasty action, 
but admits that he has the subject under 
consideration. He is a believer in co- 
eperation, and it is said that he may take 
joint action with the Governors of Idaho, 
Montana, and North Dakota, provided the 
Executives of those. States are of the same 
opinions as himself and Gov. Van Sant. 
When asked about the matter to-day, Gov. 
Rogers said: 

‘I shall be disposed in the future, as in 
the past, to proceed with caution, awaiting 
further developments regarding these mat- 
ters, so that, if it be found necessary in 
the future that any steps be taken, they 
may be inaugurated with full knowledge 
of the subject in hand and of the circum- 
stances involved or surrounding the same."’ 

The provision of Washington Constitu- 
tion that is said to be applicable to this 
matter is as follows: ‘‘ Monopolies and 
trusts shall never be allowed in this State, 
and no incorporated company, co-partner- 
ship. or association of persons in this State 
Fhall directly or indirectly combine or make 
any contract with any other incorporated 
company, foreign or domestic, through 
their stockholders, or the Trustees or 
Signees of such stockholders, or with any 
co-partnership or association of persons, or 
in any manner whatever, for the 
of fixing price or limiting production or 
regulating transportation of any product 
or commodity. The Legislature shall pass 
laws for the enforcement of this section by 
adequate penalties, and in case of incor- 
porated companies, if necessary for that 


franchise.”’

Canadian Steamship Lines Reduce 
Transatlantic Fares by $10.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Nov, 18.—The Can- 
adian steamship lines running out of Hali- 
fax and St. John, and also the lines from 
Portland, have met the cut rates of the 


New York steamship lines by reducing first 
and second cabin passenger fares across 
the Atlantic by $10.

The lad then 
rested the barrel on a fence and pulled the 
trigger. 

The barrel did not ‘burst, but the piece 
kicked back with such force that, besides 
breaking the shoulder, the butt tore away 
the right cheek bone and with it the right 
eye and a section of the skull. The whole 
side of the head is laid open, and the boy 
has no chance to live. That he did not 
die instantly seems wonderful to the doc- 
tors summoned from here.

:| DIAMOND BROKER 


ROBBED IN OREGON 


A. F. Lowenthal of New York Vic- 
tim of a Sneak Thief. 


His Trunk Was Broken Open and Dia- 
monds Worth $10,000 Stolen, Also 
$200 in Cash Taken from It. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 18.—A. F. Low- 
enthal, a’ diamond broker, of New York, 
arrived here Saturday evening and regis- 
tered at the Portland Hotel. He was as- 
signed a room on the ground floor of the 
hotel and placed a trunk containing dia- 
monds valued at $10,000 and $200 in gold in 
the room. Mr. Lowenthal states that he 
left the hotel between 9 and 10 o'clock last 
evening, and that when he returned he 
found the trunk broken open and the dia- 
monds and cash missing. 

Detectives were immediately summoned, 
and from a hasty examination of the prem- 
ises arrived at the following conclusion: A 
janitor of the hotel had a bunch of pass 
keys in the pocket of a pair of trousers 
which were hanging in a closet in the buse- 
ment. This bunch of keys is missing, and 
the theory is that the thief, who was evi- 
dently well posted as to the basement story 
of the hotel, secured these keys, and thus 
effected an entrance to Mr. Lowenthal’s 
room. 

lt is supposed that the robber, after se- 
curing his plunder, made his way through 


a folding door to the basement, and, placing 
a ladder against the wall of the hotel court 
on Seventn Street, made his escape. At 
this hour there is no clue to the robber. 


Albert F. Lowenthal is a diamond broker 
at 37 Maiden Lane. His wife attends to 
the business in this city. They live at 62 
East One Hundred and MTwenty-sixth 
Street, and when seen there yesterday, Mrs. 
Lowentha! said she had received a pri- 
vate dispatch from Mr. Lowenthal which 
said that his trunks had been robbed, and 
the trays containing brooches, rings, and 
scarfpins were missing, but that the loose 
stones were safe. She refused to say exact- 
by how much Mr. Lowenthal carried with 
him, but she estimated the loss, if these 
three trays were gone, at over $11,000. 

She said that the majority of the stones in 
the trays which he mentioned had been set 
by himself, and that he had not been in 
the city since the middle of October, when 
he came into town and purchased largely 
for the Christmas trade and went out on 
the road again, not to return before the 
tirst of the year. She added that she had 
received no further details of the robbery 
and knew nothing more about, it. She said, 
however, that Mr. Lowenthal was a very 
careful man, and always saw that his 
trunks were locked and that extra precau- 
tions were taken. 

She was of the opinion, she said, that the 
men who robbed him had been on his track 
for some time, and had followed him from 
town to town. This, she said, was only her 
suspicion, formed from her knowledge of 
his habits. 

She said Mr. Lowenthal had heen on the 
road for twenty years, and had never lost 
a dollar's worth before, and she added that 
she was expecting a telegram at any time 
that would explain matters more fully. She 
said there was $10,000 insurance against 
both fire and thieves on the property 
which had been taken, and she added that 
Mr. Lowenthal was a member of the Jew- 
elers’ Association, which has a branch in 
Oregon, and she knew that it would take 
up the case immediately. 


COL. MEADE’S COURT-MARTIAL. 


Marine Officer’s Trial Begins at Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard To-day. 

The court-martial which is to. try Col. 
Robert L. Meade, commanding officer of 
the marine barracks in the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, will convene this morning in the as- 
sembly room in the rear of the Paymaster’s 
office in the yard. The court will be pre- 
sided over by Rear Admiral George W. 
Sumner. The other members of the court 
are Rear Admiral Frank Wildes, Col. James 
Forney of the Marine Corps, Capt. Francis

Col. Meade is to be tried on charges of 
intoxication, false swearing, and of making 
false charges against officers. The ap- 
pointment of the court is an outcome of the 
trouble between Col. Meade, Major Lauch- 
eimer, and Col. Denny at the court of in- 
quiry held at the Brooklyn Yard last Sum- 
mer. Col. Meade has retained Coudert 
gee as counsel to represent him in 
the trial. 


SWITS CONDE SUES SON-IN-LAW. 


Seeks; to Recover Property Which, He 


Says, His Daughter Gave Him. 

Swits Conde brought suit yesterday 
against his son-in-law, L. Harding Rogers, 
Jr., as administrator of the estate of Ma- 
rie C. Rogers, Mr. Conde’s daughter, to 
recover $5,731. Mrs. Rogers, whose engage- 
ment to Ensign Stone several years igo, 
attracted considefable attention, died cn 
May 17, 1898. 

Mr, Conde says in his complaint that 
after his daughter was married to Rogers 
she came to his house to live, stating tuat 
her husband was unable to support her. 
In payment for his supporting her she 
transferred to Mr. Conde certain property 
which Mr. Rogers now refuses'to turn over 
to him. 

The suit is brought to recover the value 
of this property and the amount of a tioc- 
tor’s bill for medical attendance on Mrs. 
Rogers, which Mr. Conde had transferred 
to him. Counsel! for the defendant, when 
the case came up before Justice McAdam 
in the Supreme Court yesterday, contend- 
ed that the suit was not properly brought, 
but the Court held that it was. 


MAINE HUNTING FATALITIES. 


Five Persons Killed This Year, Despite 
Heavy Penalty for Careless Shooting. 
AUGUSTA, Me., Nov. 18.—Although the 

last Legislature passed a law imposing a 

maximum penalty of ten years’ imprison- 

ment or a fine not exceeding $1,000 for 
negligence or carelessness which should re- 
sult in the shooting of a human being by 
hunters, the list of such fatalities in the 

State during the present season is a long 

one. Several of the accidents have been 

caused by shots fired by unknown persons. 

The record up to the present time shows 
that twelve persons have been shot, and 
that five of the victims have been either 
killed outright or wounded so that death 
followed after a time. The five who lost 

their lives were: Henry McPheters of Mil- 

ford, Me.; W. C. gi ew A of Dayton, Ohio; 

Leslie Bowker of Marshfield, Me.; Frank 

Leonard of Frankfort, Me., and John G. 

Weeks of Boston, Mass. 

Thus far no steps have been taken toward 
prosecution in any case, although the 


Game Wardens frequently have called pub- 
lic attention to the law.

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Salesman for a Grocery Company Ar- 
rested for Alleged Embezzlement. 


Max Borchard, one of the principal sales- 
men of Francis B. Leggett & Co., was ar- 
raigned yesterday morning in 
Street Court, charged with having robbed 
his employers of $113.51, which ts part of a 
$15,000 defalcation to which Borchard is 
said to have confessed. Borchard, who was 
arrested at his home, 213 East Eighteenth 
Street, Sunday morning, charged with 
stealing the money, was he!d by Capt. Titus 
in $5,000 bail, a bail so excessive, in view 
of the charge against the prisoner, that it 
was at once suspected that the thefts 
must be much larger than that in the spe- 
cific charge, brought by a baker, F. Suss- 
man, of 324 Eighth Avenue. When seen 


yesterday, Francis B. Leggett, the senior 
partner of the firm, said: 

‘*Borchard has been employed by the 
firm for about tour years. He was one of 
the best salesmen in the business. It is one 
of our rules that the books be examined 
once a month by auditors, who report that 
all is well, but the trouble with Borchard 
was outside of the office. Like several 
salesmen who are under bond, he was au- 
thorized to collect his customers’ accounts 
and the amounts he has misappropriated 
are from collections made and not turned 
in to the firm.” 

Monthly the Leggett firm sends out a 
Statement, at the bottom of which is the 
following: ‘‘ This statement is only for 
comparison, and is not a request for pay- 
ment. Any difference between our account 
and yours, please report promptly to us— 
not to salesman.”’ 

When Sussman found a difference be- 
tween his’ account as he figured it and as 
the grocery firm figured it he reported the 
incident promptly, and Saturday afternoon 
Borchard was called into the office of Mr. 
Leggett, and there, in the presence of the 
other members of the firm, was accused 
of the embezzlement. Mr. Leggett said that 
Borchard broke down, and, weeping, con- 
fessed to having stolen $15,000. . Whether 
this amount is in excess or under that 
really misappropriated will not be known 
until the experts have finished going over 
the books of the firm. 

Borchard was arraigned before Magis- 
trate Cornell yesterday morning, and the 
case was continued until Thursday, the 
$5,000 bail being continued. It was inti- 
mated in court that Borchard’s defense will 
be that his relation to the firm was that 
of agent, or middleman, and not as a sales- 
man. 


NEW JERSEY GIRLS ATTACKED. 


Man They Had Refused to Recognize 
Knocked One of Them Down— 
Was Fined $5. 

John Mahan, twenty-two years old, of 626 
Grand Street, Jersey City, was arraigned 
before Police Justice Murphy yesterday 
charged with assault and battery by Miss 
Nellie McHugh of 1082 Garfield Avenue and 

Miss Carrie Price of 307 Ocean Avenue. 

The young women said that Mahan had

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BRIG BLOWN TO SEA 
TWICE IN A GALE 


the Centre | Rough Passage of the Sunlight on 


the Trip from Jamaica. 


Sailors Declare a Hurricane Struck 
Them When Off Fire Island—Part of 
the Cargo Washed Overboard. 


After a rough pasage of twenty-five days, 
during which time she was on three dif- 
ferent occasions in sight of the Highlands 
Light, the brig Sunlight, from Jamaica, 
got in yesterday. Tuesday night of last 
week the skipper, whose name is Wright, 
said that he had sighted the light for the 
second time, the first time having been on 
the Sunday before. 

“A terrific gale was blowing,”’ said the 
skipper, ‘“‘I was aft at the wheel, when 
suddenly I heard a cry of ‘Help!’ Instant- 
ly I yelled, ‘Man overboard!’ thinking one 
of my men had been washed into the sea. 
To be certain, when the men got on deck I 
had a roll call, and was surp?ised to find 
all of them present. In the darkness I saw 
a dark object which looked like a fisher- 
man’s dory, and the unfortunate man was 
probably in that. It was so rough, though, 


that it was impossible to do anything to 
help him."’ 

On the voyage the Sunlight first ran into 
nasty, weather off Winter Quarter Shoals. 
The gale encountered there was a fierce 
northwester, and the crew had all it could 
do to manage the craft while weathering it. 
On Sunday, the 10th, the brig got close 
enough to New York to see the Highlands 
Light, but the sailors hardly had time to 
begin thinking what they were going to 
do in the city before another fierce north- 
wester began to blow. The result was that 
the brig was soon being blown to sea. The 
next day the wind changed, and the skipper 
managed to shape his course back to shore, 
finally reaching a point off Fire Island, 
where he managed to stay until Tuesday 
night, when the second drive to sea took 
place. This time it was a hurricane, the 
sailors aver, that struck them. It dis- 
placed a part of the deck load, washed some 
of the cargo overboard, untill finally it be- 
came so fierce that the skipper ordered the 
foresail, foretopsail, and mainsail cut. The 
vessel was then blown before the wind 
south for a distance of seventy miles. 
When the weather moderated the skipper 
and his men got some extra sails up, and 
Started once more toward port. They ar- 
rived off the Highlands Saturday night, 
and made the harbor yesterday. 

Off Barnegat Capt. Wright said he saw 
a lot of wreckage which looked like por- 
tions of the bulwarks of some _ vessel 
that had gone to pieces. There also got in 
yesterday two steamships from foreign 
ports that had experienced a memorable 
voyage. The Orange Prince, from Shields, 
was one of them, and she had the other, 
which was the German steamship Gutheil, 
in tow. On Friday the Orange Prince fell 
in with the Gutheil, about forty-five miles 
west of Nantucket, with her _ propellor 
gone. The Orange Prince stood by for an 
hour and a half, and then managed to get 
a hawser fast on the Guthell, and started 
with her in tow for port. About two hours 
later the hawser parted and the ships 
drifted apart. The Orange Prince then 
waited until the next morning, when she 
got another hawser to the disabled ves- 
sel. This time the hawser held, and the 
rest of the voyage was without incident. 


PANIC IN BURNING BUILDING. 


Men and Women Take to Fire Escapes, 
and Many Are Rescued by Firemen. 
Shortly after 8 o’clpck last night a fire 

was discovered in the work shop and stock 

room of the firm of S. Rosenfeld & Weston, 

dealers in upholstery trimmings at 240, 242 

and 244 Broadway, Williamsburg. At the 

time the fire started forty men and women 
employed by the Brooklyn Coat and Suit 

Company, owned by 8. Steinfeld of 358 

Broadway, Manhattan, were working over- 

time on the top floor of the building, which 


is a five story structure, and a panic oc- 
curred among them. 

The fire was discovered by Frank Levy, 
one of the hands who was at work near 
the. door leading to the main hall. He 
smelled something burning and going into 
the hallway found the halls filled with 
smoke which was coming from Rosenfeld 
& Weston’s stock rooms on the ground 
floor. Levy at once raised a cry of fire and 
confusion quickly followed among the wom- 
en, who ran screaming for the fire es:apes, 
while others started tor the stairway, but 
were driven back by the dense smoke. 
Those that took to the fire escapes lost no 
time in reaching the street while those 
who remained on the floor shouting for 
help were greatly affected by the smoke be- 
fore they were rescued by the firemen. 

Three alarms were turned in and after an 
hour’s hard fighting the flames were ex- 
tinguished. The irm of Rosenfeld & 
Weston were unable to estimate their Joss, 
but it is believed it will reach about $40,000, 
The damage to the building, which is val- 
ued at $140,000, is not known. It is thought 
that a defective electric light wire caused 
the blaze. 


BoY’s ANKLE BROKEN IN SCHOOL.

Arizona Lands Withdrawn from Sale. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The President 
has issued an order withdrawing from pub- 
lic sale and settlement an unsurveyed tract 
of sixteen townships southwest of and ad- 
joining the Moqui Indian Reservation, in 
Arizona, now occupied by about 200 Navajo 
Indians. The action is designed to protect 
the Indians who have resided on the land 
since 1863, from encroachments of the 
whites, and will be in operation until the 
Indian occupants have been permanently 
settled under the provisions of the home- 
stead or general allotment laws. The In- 


dians have built large ditches and other 
improvements.

BERGMAN MAY BE RELEASED. 
Man Who Tried to Shoot H. C. Frick in 
1892 Petitions Pennsylvania Court. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—Alexander 
Bergman, the anarchist who broke into the 
Pittsburg office of H. C. Frick in 1892 
with the intention of shooting its occupant, 
and who was sentenced to a long term of 
imprisonment in the Western Pennsylvania 
Penitentiary, has petitioned the Superior 


Court to be set at liberty, under the terms 


of the Commutation law passed during the 
last session of the Legislature. 

The court made an order against the 
Warden of the penitentiary for him to 
shew cause why a writ of habeas corpus 
and a writ. of certiorari should not be is- 
sued as prayed by Bergman. The order 
is returnable Dec. 2. 

Bergman was convicted on six indict- 
ments, and was sentenced to a term of im- 
prisonment on each. In his petition he 
says that three of the indictments charged 
no offense against the laws of the State, 
and that he has served the time imposed 
for the other indictments, less the time 
taken off by the new law. 


TONNAGE OF STATE CANALS. 


Second Week in November Showed an 
Increase of 30,750 Tons. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 18—The tonnage 
of the State canals for the second week in 
November, as compared with the same pe- 
riod of last year, is shown by figures given 
by Col. John N. Partridge, Superintend- 


ent of Public Works. The increase was 
larger than for any previous week of the 
season, being 30,750 tons. A great portion 
of the increase is in east-bound way freight. 
There is also an increase in east-bound 
through freight, but a decrease of 5,000 
tons in west-bound through freight. 

The total shipment was 103,306 tons this 
year, as against 72,556 tons for a like pe- 
riod last year. The gain in tonnage this 
season over last, to Nov. 16, is 122,555 tons. 
The principal items of increase are wheat, 
stone, lime, and clay, anthracite and bitu- 
minous coal, and iron ore. 


DON’T WANT TO DIE TOGETHER. 


Pennsylvania Brothers Ask to be 


Hanged on Different Days. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 18.—Counsel 
for Edward and Thomas Biddle, under sen- 
gence of death at Pittsburg, has requested 
Gov. Stone to fix separate days for their 
execution, for the brothers do not want to 


be hanged from the same scaffold on the 
same day. The day of their execution has 
not yet been fixed. 

Together with Walter Dorman, the Bid- 
dles were convicted of the murder of 
Thomas Kahney, whom they killed while 
attempting to rob his home at Pittsburg. 
Dorman turned State’s evidence and may 
for that reason escape the gallows. He 
has not been sentenced yet. When officers 
went to Edward Biddle’s room to arrest 
him he made a desperate resistance. During 
the fight Detective P. J. Fitzgerald was 
shot and killed. 


FAITH HEALER DOWIE SUED. 


Head of Chicago Zionists Accused of 
Repudiating a Business Promise. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Samuel Stevenson, a 
brother-in-law of John Alexander Dowie, 
the faith healer, entered suit to-day to have 


a receiver appointed for the Zion Lace In- 
dustries, one of Dowie’s enterprises for 
which he imported fifty lacemakers from 
England. 

Stevenson himself came from that coun- 
try, and he claims that Dowie has withheld 
from him. remuneration which had been 
promised. He says Dowie offered him a 
bonus of $50,000, $100,000 of the company’s 
stock, and the Superintendency»of the bus- 
iness at a good salary, but that he got only 
the Superintendency, and that he was in- 
fluenced into signing an innocent-looking 
document, which in reality gave Dowie the 
entire ownership of the lace company. 


Isthmian Canal Commission’s Report. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The report of 
the Isthmian Canal Commission wil}, it is 
expected, be placed in the hands of the 


President at the end of the present week. 
The document is completed practically, but 
the necessity of including some important 
data concerning engineering problems 
makes it impossible to submit the report 
immediately. The Commissioners have 
reached an agreement upon all the salient 
facts to be presented in the report, and the 
decision of the commission favors the 
Nicaraguan project, the cost of which is 
placed at about 75 per cent. of the cost of 
the Panama project. 


Mayor-Elect Fagan Entertained. 

A reception was given to Mark M. Fagan, 
the Republican Mayor-elect of. Jersey City, 
last night at the Union League Club house 
of that city. Several political clubs parad- 
ed to do honor to Mr. Fagan, and from 8 
until after 10 o’clock a continuous pro- 
cession of Mr. Fagan’s friends passed 
through the clubhouse. It is estimated that 
3,000 persons shook hands with Mr. Fagan 
during the evening. 


Clark to Have Collegiate Department. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 18.—The 
Trustees of Clark University have voted to 


establish a collegiate department in con- 
nection with the institution. The execu- 
tors of the will of the late Jonas G. Clark 
have expressed no dissent from anything 
in the plan for the college. 


A New York Post Office Robbed. 
ROME, N. Y., Nov. 18.—The Floyd Post 
Office was entered by burglars last night. 
All mail was torn open and thrown about 


the floor, and much of it carried away. 
Postmaster Dornburgh is unable to tell 
how much the men have stolen. 


Secretary John Hay to Speak. 
Secretary of State John Hay will be one 
of the principal speakers at the annual din- 
ner of the Chamber of Commerce to be held 
at Deimonico’s this evening.. The Secre-

3,500 MILES IN A 
BOAT 18 FEET LONG 


The Record-Breaking Trip of Two 
Young Virginians. 


A Successful Run in a Rowboat Through 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and 
the Bay of Fundy. 


Alvah D. James and Barton H. Noland, 
two young Virginians in’ the employ of a 
loca) paper devoted to news of the world 
of sport, arrived in town yesterday morn- 
ing after one of the most remarkable long- 
distance small-boat trips on record, The 
entire trip of 3,500 miles, extending from 
Irvington, Va., up along the coast, through 
the New York State waterways, through 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and the Bay of 
Fundy, and down the coast into the 
Sound, was made in an eighteen-foot row- 
boat, propelled either by oars or by pad- 
dies. 

James and Noland, neither of whom is 
more than twenty-four years old, were 
born in Irvington, and have been lifelong 
friends. Both were distinguished in their 
own town as expert hunters, fishermen, and 
oarsmen. Last Spring the idea to eclipse 
all records by an open rowboat journey oc- 
curred to the two men, and they conferred 
with the editor of the paper mentioned, 
who offered to stand the expenses of the 
trip. James at that time was a reporter 
in Baltimore and Noland was a mechanical 
engineer in the service of one of the street- 
car lines in that city. 

A St. Lawrence skiff, clinker built, meas- 
uring 18 feet by 3 feet, and provided with 
two airtight compartments, was ordered. 


In this were placed two pairs of oars and 
a pair of Indian paddles, two guns, fishing 
tackle, and provisions enough r four 
days. On May 29, in the presenct of a 
large crowd that had gathered to see the 
travelers off, the young men started from 
Irvington. 

They were fortunate throughout in the 
weather. They landed at night on the coast 
and slept in a tent which they carried, 
Starting again with the sun in the morning. 
They decided to cover from twenty to thir- 
ty miles a day. 

* The longest single day’s run was recorded 
‘as forty-five miles. For one week the rec- 
ord was 209 miles. 

On June 17 the young men sighted Fire 
Island, spent the night there, and pulled 
up to the Battery the next morning. The 
day following they continued their way, go- 
ing up the Hudson to Troy. Here the boat 
had to be portaged into Lake George, and 
after the length of the lake had been cov- 
ered there was another portage to Lake 
Champlain. They continued to the St. 
Lawrence without mishap until they ar- 
rived in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, when 
they were caught in a storm. There the 
boat struck upon a rock and would have 
been smashed but for the timely arrival of 
fishermen. The fishermen in an effort to 
keep the shipwrecked rowers warm burned 
their tent and the oars and about every- 
thing else that they could lay hands on. 

The longest delay occurred in Gaspe, Can- 
ada, where the travelers found themselves 
great curiosities. 

The little neck at Nova Scotia between 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and the Bay of 
Fundy was made by rail, and then the voy- 
agers entered the Bay of Fundy. When 
they finally reached the open sea it was 
the first time that a rowboat had ever 
traversed the bay from end to end. They 
continued down the coast to Eastport, Me., 
and from there down toward the Sound and 
down the East River to God's City. 

The only real adventure the men had, 
they said, was hardly one atall. It was off 
New Brunswick, when they ran out of a 
storm and beached their boat. That night 
they rolled themselves into their sleeping 
bags and about midnight found that they 
were caught in a severe storm, which was 
heaping sand upon them at a record rate. 
Next morning they were forced to buy sev- 
eral shovels and go mining for their provis- 
ions and things and also to empty the sand 
out .of their boat. 

The arrival of the little boat, called the 

Dipper, after a species of wild duck, created 
no small interest along the water front. 
Both men were dressed in hunting style, 
Ywearing leggins and heavy blue sweaters 
and slouch hats. The journey, however, is 
mot yet ended, as the men will leave Thurs- 
day or Friday to continue on to Texas, 
following the coast line.

CITY TO FIGHT A RAILWAY LEASE. 


Cincinnati Contends “that Southern 
Contract Is Unconstitutional. 


Special to The New York Times. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 18.—The city 
to-day, through Corporation Counsel Hunt, 
filed the expected suit in the Superior 


Court to test the constitutionality of the 
act providing for the extension of the 
Southern Railway lease and the ‘issue of 
bonds, under the agreement reached be- 
tween the Southern Railway Trustees and 
the lessees, 2 
The points relied on by the Corporation 

Counsel to test the question are that the 
acts complained of are special in their 
nature, and confer corporate powers. 
Further, that the issuing of bonds under 
the plan by which the lessee will pay both 
interest and principle will cause a mingling 
of public and private funds, a condition 
which is forbidden by law. Again, that 
the plan agreed upon is virtually an ex- 
tension of credit by the city and in effect 
a loaning of money, another thing forbid- 
den by law. The suit also attacks the 
right of the lessee to select a place for the 
terminal facilities, and to superintend the 
construction thereof, as agreed upon by 
the Trustees, 

The petition is one of the largest ever 
filed in the court. It contains forty pages, 
was drafted by Wade Ellis, First Assistant 
Corporation Counsel. It contains a copy of 
the original Southern lease and the docu- 
mentary steps attending the progress of 
the Southern in its relation to the city, and, 
last of all, the supplemental agreement en- 
tered into between the lessees and the 
Trustees. William M. Ampt will appear in 
the case and argue that the facts are un- 
constitutional, 


TAXES ON A SOUTHERN ROAD. 


Court Decides that Gulf and Ship Isl- 
and Immunity Has Been Repealed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—An _ opinion 
was rendered in the United States Supreme 
Court to-day in the case of the Gulf and 
Ship Island Railway Company against 
George P. Hughes, a Tax Collector in Mis- 
sissippi, the opinion being delivered by Jus- 
tice Brown. The case came to this court 
from the Supreme Court of the State of 
Mississippi, and the proceeding was in- 
stituted for the purpose of enjoining the 
collection of taxes levied upon the railroad 
company. 

The railroad company was incorporated 
in 1882, and its charter contained a provi- 
sion exempting it from taxation for twenty 
years. 
this charter was repealable and that it 
actually was repealed by the adoption by 
the State of the Annotated Code, which 
Was accepted by the State in 1892. 

The decision of the State court made the 
question a local and not a Federal ques- 
tion, in the opinion of the United States 
Supreme Court, and because of this view 
the opinion handed down to-day affirmed 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Mis- 
sisippi. The effect is to hold the railroad 
company responsible for taxes, regardless 
of the exemption of its charter. The court 
also held that the railroad company could 
not claim immunity from taxation on the 
ground that its property was of a privi- 
leged character. 


Virginia Road Elects Officers. 

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 18.—The annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Rail- 
road. was held here to-day. On the part of 
the individual stockholders, Messrs. W. J.

AMERICAN MANUFACTURERS

Executive Strongly Urged to Favor Reci- 
procity—Senator Cullom’s Views. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 18.—The President’s 
time to-day was occupied largely in the 
discussion of reciprocity. Senator Cullom 
of Illinois and Representative Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania had something to say to him 
upon that subject, and a delegation of agri- 
cultural implement manufacturers, consist- 
ing of James Deering of Chicago, A. B. 
Farquhar of York, Penn., and W. C. Barker 
of New York, who are here to attend the 


reciprocity convention, which meets to- 
merrow, presented a memorial strongly 
urging that something be done. 
he delegation told the President that, in 
its opinion, the time for action had come. 
Reciprocity had been talked and preached 
about for years, and unless a decisive step 
was taken now which would effect some- 
thing the whole subject might as well be 
abandoned.

Spanish Prisoners. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—Records 
of a score or more of court martial trials 
of Filipinos, charged with murder and 
other crimes, have been received at the 
War Department from the Philippines. 

An interesting case is that of Francisco 
Braganza, Major in the insurgent army, 
who ordered the massacre of 103 Spanish 
prisoners in February, 1900, and who has 
been sentenced to death for his crime. 
Gen. Chaffee made an unusually long re- 
view of the case, characterizing the whole- 
sale destruction of life as ‘‘ the most bar- 
barous and revolting. massacre of helpless 


prisoners known to the modern history of 
war. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
ehiefs of the insurrection did their utmost 
to prevent the United States from fulfilling 
its obligation cp gd its best efforts to 
return the Filipinos’ Spanish prisoners to 
Spain. It was upon the approach of a de- 
tachment of American troops that this 
Filipino officer ordered the massacre of the 
helpless Spaniards in his charge. 

“In what manner this cruel policy could 
serve the cause of the insurrection,” says 
a Chaffee, ‘‘ passes ordinary comprehen- 
sion.’’ 


CHAFFEE COMPLIMENTS TROOPS. 


General Commends Bravery of Troops 
Who Invaded Samar. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 18.—Gen. Chaffee 
has issued a general order highly commend- 
ing the conduct of a detachment of the 
First Infantry, which made a scout into the 
Island of Samar from Aug. 13 to 25 last. 
Capt. Harold L. Jackson was in command 
of the detachment, which consisted of 
First Lieut. Joseph W. Beacham, Jr., Con- 
tract Surgeon Conn R. Ohliger, 45 enlisted 
men of Company I, 35 of Company L, and 
30 natives. en. Chaffee says: 

“The report shows that the enemy were 
twice encountered and defeated, valuable 
papers captured, quartels and supplies of 
the enemy destroyed. Valuable informa- 
tion was also gained. The energy and gal- 
lantry displayed are highly commendable, 
and the instance is placed on record as one 
of the many feats of endurance and deter- 
rar ik shown by the treops of this com- 
mand.”’

General of the Marine Hospital Service has 


been advised of the death of Acting As- 
sistant Surgeon Stuart Eldridge, who was

That on cigars, cigarettes, and cheroots of all 
sorts, manufactured in Cuba and mentioned in 
Paragraph 217 of the United States customs 
tariffs, a duty of $2.50 per pound be levied and 
the surtax of 25 per cent. valorem altogether 
suppressed, 

That a rebate of 40 per cent. shall be made en 
the duties alcohols, brandies, and rums, j{m- 
mediate products of the sugar cane, nd 
sweetmeéats, manufactured in Cuba with Cuban 
fruits, are Hable to at present, according to 
respective paragraphs of the United States cus- 
toms tariffs, P 

That no internal tax or impost, which might 
annul foregoing solicited concessions, shall be es- 
tablished in the United States. 


CENSUS REPORT ON 
MONGOLIAN INHABITANTS. 


Chinese in the United States Number 
89,863, Japanese 24,326—Most of 
Them in the West. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Census 
Bureau issued to-day a bulletin showing 
the distribution of Chinese and Japanese 
in the Western States and Territories. Of 
the 119,050 Chinese registered in the twelfth 
census, 25,567 were enumerated in Hawaii, 
3,116 in Alaska, 304 in military and naval 
stations abroad, and 89,863 in the United 
States proper. Of the latter number 67,729 
were found in the Western States and Ter- 
ritories, distributed as follows: Arizona, 
1,419; California, 45,753; Colorado, 599; 
Idaho, 1,467; Montana, 1,739; Nevada, 1,362; 


New Mexico, 341; Oregon, 10,397; Utah, 
3,629, and Wyoming, 461: 

Of the 86,000 Japanese, 61,111 were in 
Hawali, 279 in Alaska, 284 at military and 
naval stations abroad, and 24,326 in the 
United States. Of the latter number 23,376 
were found in the Western States and Ter- 
ritories, California leading with 10,151. In 
Montana were 2,441, in Oregon 2,501, and in 
Washington, 5,617. 

The bulletin shows a general increase of 
Japanese for the past ten years, and a 
decrease of Chinese for the same time. 
For 189) the figures were as follows: Ari- 
zona—Japanese, .1; Chinese, 1,170; Cali- 
fornia—Japanese, 1,147; Chinese, 72,472; 
Colorado—Japanese, 10; Chinese, 1,398; Ida-

“COLORADO” ON THE STAGE 





Augustus Thomas’s New Play Well 
Received at Wallack’s. 





Proves to be a Melodrama, of an Uncon- 


vincing Kind, and Is Admir- 
ably Acted. 


A situation of more than ordinary in- 
tensity in the second act, and a melo- 
dramatic climax of no especial originality 
but not without, theatrie value, served to 
relieve the somewhat tardy and uncon- 
vincing movement of Augustus Thomas’s 
play, *‘ Colorado,’’ which was produced at 
Wallack’s last night. 

Mr. Thomas has contributed a number of 
plays that have delighted theatre-goers, 
and those who felt for years that the fer- 
tile field of American life was being neg- 
lected on the stage. To his efforts has 


been due in large measure the fact that the | 


ban on native products has been lifted to 
an extent, for in giving forth plays that 
have appealed to a large number of people 
he has incidentally provided material to 
fill the theatres, which was equivalent to 
filling the purses of those who were will- 
ing to undertake their production. 

But Mr. Thomas has done more than this. 


He has contributed several plays that in 
reflecting the life of some portion or an- 
other of this broad land, has put the people 
of some other portion of it into touch with 
what exists elsewhere. 

He has presented types of people, not 
caricatures, and it is the more to be ,re- 
gretted, therefore, that in this latest céh- 
tribution he has not repeated the success 
of ‘‘In Mizzoura,” ‘ Arizona,’’ and others 
of his plays, wherein the name of the 
State was but an index to the phases of 
life he succeeded in representing. 

_ Notwithstanding its defects, ‘ Colorado”’ 
is a play that is not unlikely to achieve 
some success with a class of theatregoers 
who like thrills and are not unwilling to sit 
through many minutes of placidity for the 
sake of the moments that ripple and break 
into action. And even in its placid mo- 
ments there is an occasional flash of Au- 
gust Thomas, causing a smile to hover on 


the lip, a tear to well to the eye of a 
sympathetic auditor. 
One would not necessarily demand ail 


action in a play that reflected the clear 
airs, the deep blue sky, the fragrant whiffs 
from the mountains of Colorado, if the 
storm itself were one that did not so un- 
mistakably transpose itself into the realm 
of melodrama pure and simple—and melo- 
drama of a not particularly high class at 
that. But Mr, Thomas has evolved a plot 
which, to be entirely effective, depends 
upon few pauses and a constantly accele- 
rated movement, 

If the Kentucky gentlemen in New York 
who resent the imputation so often implied 
as to their State will go to Wallack’s they 
will find balm for a long-standing wound. 
There were enough “ guns” on that stage 
last night to stock a shop where such 
things are ordinarily to be found on the 
Bowery. And everybod handled them, 
from the sixteon-sear-otd girl, who pulls 
the trigger in time to save her father, to 
the ebony-mustached villain, whose scowis 
were darker, if possible, than his hair. 

The story, commonplace as it is, was not 
told with any especial coherence. Frank 
Austin, a young prospector, has struck a 
rich lead in a gold mine. He is in love with 
Kitty Doyle, to whose father he has prom- 
ised a share of the mine. Col. Kinsaid and 
Ned Staples, a pair of scheming villains, 
arrive on the scene just at this time, and 
the Colonel recognizes in the youth a man 
who struck him while in the army and who 
deserted. He threatens to betray young 
Austin, thereby getting him to sell inter- 
ests in the mine to himself and Staples. 

The most effective situation comes when 
Col. Kincaid’s wife appears. She has learned 
that her husband has been carrying on a 
flirtation with Mrs. Doyle, and she reveals 
the fact to Doyle while his wife and daugh- 
ter are down in the mine. From below 
comes the signal that the party wish to as- 
cend. Doyle, maddened at the revelation, 
threatens to shoot the man who raises the 
cage, the boy Austin picks up a crowbar 
and threatens to brain him, at the same 
time reminding the father that not only his 
wife, but his little girl, are in the suffocat- 
ing shaft. Then Doyle permits the cage to 
be raised. 

He tells his wife what he knows, having 
first sent the daughter away so that she 
shall not know the cause of the trouble. 
The mine is flooded and Doyle has partial 
vengeance in the ruin it brings to his enes 
mies. In the third act he is confronted at 
a critical moment by Staples, who threatens 
to shoot him, but who only succeeds in 
wounding him slightly, because Kitty 
Doyle is so quick on the trigger that she 
puts a bullet through his wrist. 

And before the curtain has fallen on the 
last act Doyle, whose perspicacity and re- 
source outrival Sherlock Holmes, gathers 
together all the threads of the plot in some 
unintelligible manner and _ succeeds in 
bringing sunshine to everybody in his own 
household and in enveloping the _ villains 
in a big, black storm cloud that threatens 
something very like Western cyclonic con- 
oyeness. 

he play is not without some comedy, 
provided by several well-drawn portraits 
of what are ostensibly Colorado types. The 
enthusiasm at the end of the two 8tronger 
acts could not have been greater if Mr. 
Thomas had outdone all of his previous 
good work. In response to the inevitable 
demand for a speech the author remarked 
on the fact that Colorado was pronounced 
several different ways on the stage, but 
explained that in a Denver hotel one might 
hear all of those pronunciations. He add- 
ed a word in praise of the stage manager, 
the carpenter, the electrician, and the mu- 
sical director. 

Now, it may have been an oversight due 
to nervousness on the part of Mr. Thomas, 
but it may just as well be emphasized right 
here that the actors—several of them—had 
a large share in those scenes which were 
most impressive. 

Wilton Lackaye, as Tom Doyle, con- 
tributed a powerful characterization, and 
in the trying scene of the second act his 
intensity, never boisterous but extremely 
telling, was of unquestioned value in lend- 
ing a semblance of truth to the situation. 
Miss Maude Hoffman played with sincerity 
and excellent repression a part that called 
for considerable subtlety to relieve it from 
the conventionality so commonly seen in 
the réles of these misguided young wives, 
and of the character bits good portraits 
were contributed by Horace Lewis and 
Rose Cooke. 

Christine Blessing also added a little to 
the enjoyment of the evening for those 
who like good characterization. Perhaps 
the best performance among the women 
was that of Miss Violet Rand, whose Kitty 
Doyle, while winsome and sweet, was not 
of that palling saccharine quality so com- 
mon in the stage ingenue.

This was a list well chosen to show the 
singer’s acquaintance with styles, and it is 
likely that yesterday’s recital disclosed the 
full measure of Mr. Hast’s powers. He be- 
longs to a class of singers which is large in 
England, but almost without representa- 
tives in this country. These might fairly 
be described as ballad singers, yet that 
would not credit them quite fully, for near- 
3 4 every one of them has good schooling in 
the oratorio style. The continuance of the 
great music festivals in England calls for 
singers who understand this style. Mr. 
Hast is a fair example of the type of singer 
here indicated. 

He lhas a voice of pleasing quality, though 
of no large range, but he uses his head 
tones discreetly to extend his compass and 
to give variety to his coloring in his upper 
register, He sings with good intonation, 
with clear enunciation, and with taste in 
cre. He has sufficient sentiment in 

is style, perhaps at times too much. His 
most satisfactory work yesterday was 
heard in the Mendelssohn music, which he 
sang correctly and with judgment. In 
short, Mr. Hast is a singer of respectable 
ability, who will be heard with pleasure 
chiefly in music of the salon, but whose 
essays in larger fields need not meet with 
severe criticism.

MR. CANTOR’S APPOINTMENT. 
He Will Make Public His Choice for 


Commissioner of Buildings—The 
Public Works Commis- 
slonerships. 


Jacob A. Cantor, President-elect of the 
Borough of Manhattan, said yesterday that 
on Saturday next he would announce the 
name of the man selected to be the Com- 
missioner of Buildings to take office on 
Jan. 1. 

A question arose yesterday over the right 
of the Borough Presidents under the Char- 
ter to appoint Public Works Commission- 
*ers in the five boroughs. The charter says 
such an official may bé appointed in each 
borough by the President. President Josepn 
C. Cassidy of the Borough of Queens and 


President George Cromwell of the Borough 
of Richmond have announced to friends 
that they intended to do the work of the 
Public Works Commissioner in their bor- 
oughs and save the salary to the city. 

Mr. Cantor says that there would be too 
much work in the Borough of Manhattan 
to permit of this arrangement. 

The Public Works Commissioners under 
the charter have all the powers of the 
Borough Presidents tn the absence of the 
elected officials from the city. No salary 
for the office has been fixed in the charter 
and an allowance for salary would have to 
be made by the Board of Estimate for each 
borough. 


TO DISCUSS EXCISE QUESTION. 

A conference on excise legislation will 
be held in this city to-day.. It will be at- 
tended by Senator Platt, Chairman G. W. 
Dunn of the Republican State Committee, 
and possibly by others. 

While Senator Platt would not discuss 
the matter yesterday, it was inferred, from 
what little he did say, that he did not be- 


lieve there would be any amendments to 
the Raines law passed by the next Legis- 


lature, 
‘“My idea to-night is,’’ said Chairman 
Dunn, “that there will be no change in 


excise legislation at Albany the coming 


. Winter.” 





ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 18.—Gov. Odell 
said to-night relative to the statement that 
he would discuss the Sunday excise ques- 
tion in New York City to-morrow: 

“The statement is without foundation. 
I arrive in New York at 5 P. M. to-morrow 
and make two addresses there. I leave 
New York at 8 A. M. on Wednesday and 
will be back in the Executive chamber at 
11:30 Wednesday morning. I have made 
no appointments to discuss the excise ques- 
tion. I see my message has been forecasted. 
Well, as I have not yet absolutely decided 
on any one point in it, that is also prema- 
ture.”’ 

Gov, Odell to-night had a long conference 
with Controller Erastus Knight, Mayor- 
elect of Buffalo. The name of ex-Mayor 
Jewett of Buffalo has been suggested as a 
candidate for Controller, and it was on 
this subject that the conference ensued. 
Deputy Controller Gilman, who has_ the 
support of Senator Platt, the New York 
City organization, and Chairman Dunn of 
the State Committee, was in the hotel cor- 
ridor when the interview occurred, and 
later talked with the Governor. It is un- 
derstood that no decision will be given in 
the matter of Mr. Knight's successor for 
several days. 


MR. OLCOTT FOR’ PRESIDENT. 


Republican Club’s Members Said to Fa- 
vor Him for Executive Head of 


the Organization. 


The Republican Club last night selected a 
Nominating Committee to present a ticket, 
which will be supported at the election in 
January. The prevailing opinion was that 
William M. K. Olcott will be named for 
President and elected without opposition, 
and that next Fall he will be the nominee 
for Attorney General on the Republican 
ticket. 

The Nominating Committee was composed

These names were placed in a receptacle 
and the following were selected to make 
nominations: Messrs. Newell, Hedges, 
Jones, Leary, Stern, Beer, Birrell, Whit- 
man, and Leaycratft. 

The committee on the new club house re- 

orted that deeds had been signed on Oct. 
80,1901, and that the tenants of the St. Ig- 
natius property had been given until Jan. 
1, 1902, to vacate the property. 

Cornelius N. Bliss was appointed chair- 
man of the committee to receive funds for 
the erection of a monument to the memory 
of William McKinley.

MR. LOW CAN MAKE 
FEW APPOINTMENTS 


Civil Service Secretary Shows How 
Futile Quest for Places Is. 








Mayor Has ‘But One or Two to Give and 
Department Heads but 288 If All 
Positions Were Vacant. 





A statement was issued by Secretary 
George McAneny of the Civil Service Re- 
form Association yesterday showing the 
patronage at the disposal of the incoming 
city administration. The laws in refere- 
ence to the removal of officials and the ap- 
pointment of men to fill their places are set 
forth. Secretary McAneny writes that a 
large number of applications for appoint- 
ment are being sent to Mr. Low. Then con- 
tinuing, he says: 

“‘As a matter of fact, beyond his own sec- 
retary and confidential clerks, Mr, Low 


will not have a single subordinate place to 
fill, and the heads of departments to be 
appointed by him would have, if every po- 
sition within their control were vacated, 
not more than 288. The rest of the service, 
through every grade, is subject to the com- 
petitive civil service rules. Of these 258 
‘‘exempted " places, 75 alone are assistants 
to the Corporation Counsel, 19 are examin- 
ers under the Commissioners of Accounts, 
10 are expert civil service examiners, and 
11 are chaplains. Of the remaining 173 the 
bulk are the deputy heads and secretaries 
of departments, private secretaries of Com- 
missioners, chief or consulting engineers, 
and others of like description. It is to be 
considered, moreover, that even the exempt 
class, limited as it is, contains many offi- 
cers who have served faithfully for years 
and whose services the new administration 
will not care to part with. 

‘‘In the Controller's department there 
are 129 exempted officers and employes, but 
these are the men M-. Grout already has 
declared publicly he will keep wherever 
they are found to be fit. Under the Board 
of Aldermen all positions are exempt, but 
at present in two branches of the Munici- 
pal Assembly and the office of the City 
Clerk they amount all told only to twenty- 
tive. In the offices under the Borough 
Presidents the number is uncertain. The 
situation is the same with reference to the 
newly created Department of Tenements. 
It is not likely that these classifications 
will leave more than a score_or so of of- 
fices open to arbitrary selection.” 

Secretary McAneny shows how futile is 
the quest of appointments from the Mayor 
or heads of city departments, and that 
‘virtually the whole service is subject to 
competitive rules.”’ Then he shows that 
there are likely to be a number of vacan- 
cles, yet none of them can be filled by ap- 
potatnens except in a manner prescribed 
y'law. ‘As to this he says: 

‘“With,.the sort of reorganization that is 
to be undertaken, and which the service so 
badly needs, the vacancies to be filled will 
no doubt be numerous. The weeding out of 
the incompetent and the unfit; of those 
who have secured thejr places dishonestly, 
through violation or ‘evasion of the law, 
and of those who are sinecurists, pure and 
simple, should bring the total of dismissals 
to a pretty high figure. But there will be 
no places thus made vacant that can he 
filled in any other manner than by promo- 
tion within the service or open competition 
without. 

“It should, be made clear, in this connec- 
tion, that the civil service rules may be ex- 
pected to aid, the administration only, and 
tiot' ‘t6"hinder it, and that this applies as 
well to the ousting of those who ought to 
go as it does to the securing the best avail- 
able material for use, so far as necessary, 
in filling their places.”’ 

Secretary McAneny refers to Section 1,543 
of the Amended Charter and other legisla- 
tion on removals as follows: 

“The removal rules, in brief, while in- 
tended to make the process of elimination 
an orderly one and to act as a deterrent on 
hasty or prejudiced action, do nothing more 
than that. This, most advocates of civil 
service reform believe, is as far as such 
rules should go. To place on the head of a 
department such limitations as those under 
which the heads of the Police and Street 
Cleaning Departments will be obliged to 
work, hardly can be viewed as a measure 
of good administration. 

“When, because of reductions of force or 
the abolishment of offices, meritorious em- 
ployes are laid off, they will, under Sec- 
tion 1,543, go on a preferred list for such 
vacancies as may be filled in the same 
positions at any time within one year.” 
Referring to appointments to be made, he 
continues: 

“While, even with the extensive reor- 
ganization that seems necessary, the num- 
ber of new appointments is apt tg be con- 
siderably less than seems to be expected, 
the civil service law will be well tested and 
the very practical nature of its methods is 
likely to be better understood. There are 
already a large number of lists in exist- 
ence from which the first appointments 
would necessarily be made, so far as they 
cover positions to be filled. In the compet- 
itive class there are 192 such lists, contain- 
ing in all 5,659 names. In the Labor Bu- 
reau there are 100 more, subdivided ‘for the 
boroughs and containing several thousand 
names. Each list remains in force for at 
least a year from the date of its forma- 
tion, and until a new one for the same po- 
sition has been formed.” 





Alleged Election Frauds in Hoboken. 
The Fusion Party of Hoboken, whose can- 
didate for Mayor, Frederick Verdon, was 
defeated in the recent election, has em- 


loyed detectives to investigate the registry 
ists. These detectives have made affi- 
davits that thus far they have found 300 
names illegally registered. The evidence 
will be submited to Prosecutor James S. 
Erwin. Chief of Police Charles A. Donovan 
of Hoboken said that in his opinion the de- 
tectives had merely found a mare's nest. 
‘“‘With the aid of the best officers on the 
force,”’ said he, ‘‘I went carefully over 
the registry lists, and not even the sem- 
blance of fraud was discovered.”

CAMDEN’S BOUNDARIES 


Board of Health Investigating Fa- 
tal Tetanus Cases. 


———— 


Until This Is Completed Physicians 


Must Not Vaccinate—Parents Panic- 
stricken—Question of School 
Attendance. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Nov. 18.—The Board of 
Health met this afternoon and passed a 
resolution forbidding all physitians to re- 
sort to vaccination until the board has an 
opportunity to investigate the fatal re- 
sults which have foltowed it in several 
cases here. The board further advised the 
Board of Education to refrain from enforc- 
ing the law for the time being. 

Vaccination has been far more fatal here 
than smallpox. Seven deaths have oc- 
curred in the city from tetanus, all of which 
appear to be directly traceable to the in- 
oculation of the children with virus. The 
children were without exception apparent- 
ly healty before being treated to prevent 
them from taking smallpox. 

There are several children in the city now 
suffering from tetanus in one stage or 
another. Two of them are in a critical 
condition and others are in the first stages. 
Something very like a panic has seized 
upon parents. Fully 5,000 children have 
been vaccinated since Sept, 1. The develop- 
ment of tetanus in some of the fatal cases 
has followed after two or three months. 
This is what alarms those whose children 
have been vaccinated since the beginning 
of the school year. 

There are about 3,000 children of school 
age still to be vaccinated. The Board of 
Health has decreed that these must leave 
school unless they obey the law and submit 
to vaccination. The Board of Education 
claims that it has no discretion, and that 
the State laws must be enforced. Parents 
are naturally averse to endangering their 
whildren to obey the law, claiming that the 
chances of smallpox seem to be less than 
those of tetanus. Since the first death 
from tetanus resulting from vaccination, 
there has been but one death from small- 
OX. 

PeThe School Board will meet to-morrow 
night, and is then expected to declare the 
schools open without regard to the appli- 
cant being inoculated or not. If the board 
holds to the law the courts will be ap- 
pealed to for a writ directing the princi- 
pals of the schools to ignore the law. It is 
claimed that the State makes the State 
and local Boards of Health almost auto- 
eratic, and allows these boards to ride 
rough-shod over most laws when the health 


of a community demands it, and that there 
is little room for appeal from an order 


of a Health Board. 

The courts have usually upheld the 
Boards of Health, especially when the 
State Board of Health stood by the local 
boards.. On this basis it will be represent- 
ed to the courts that the resolution ad- 
vising the Board of Education to suspend 
the law’s operation is equal to a command. 

The Board of Health to-night appointed 
three of its members as a committee to in- 
vestigate the outbreak of tetanus. With 
this committee County Physician Jones in 
his official capacity will act. Dr. Jones 
has power to summon witnesses. 

Investigation has thus far failed to fix 
the responsibility, as it would seem that 
vaccine points obtained from _ different 
sources were equally involved. This taken 
in connection with the fact that the au- 
thorities at Newark, Jersey City, and New 
York report an entire absence of unfavor- 
able results from vaccine makes the cause 
of the trouble here obscure. Some of the 
towns heard from which used the same 
vaccine report that no cases of tetanus de- 
veloped. 

The State Board of Health, it is reported, 
has agents in the city conducting a quiet 
and separate investigation. 


A HEALTH BOARD ARRAIGNED. 


St. Louis Coroner’s Verdict Says Tetanus 
Victims’ Deaths Were Due to De- 
fective Diphtheria Antitoxin. 


8ST. LOUIS, Nov. 18.—Coroner Funkhouser 
has rendered a verdict finding the St. Louis 
Health Department negligent in the prepa- 
ration of diphtheria antitoxin, the admin- 
istration of which recently caused the 
deaths of seven children by lockjaw. 

For some time the city Health Depart- 
ment has been making antitoxin for use in 
diphtheria cases. This was distributed 
among practicing physicians throughout the 
city free of charge, and was used in public 
institutions quite generally. In many cases 
it is said to have saved lives, The, serum 
was obtained from horses that are supposed 
to have contracted tetanus. After render- 
ing his verdict, Coroner Funkhouser said: 

“For the present I have done all that I 
can do. I am not prepared to say I am 
through with the case, but so far as I know 
now, there is nothing more for me to do.” 

The verdict is based upon the testimony 
of physicians who attended the lockjaw 
cases, the inquest, and the report of the 
bacteriologists employed by the city to 
make tests of the infected serum and as- 
certain the responsibility for it. When in- 
formed of the nature of the verdict Dr. 
Atmand Ravold, City Bacteriologist, said: 

“I repeat my previous assertion that 
hone of the serum marked Sept, 30 was 
distributed to any one or under any label. 
I poured the entire drawing into the sink 


on Oct. 11, as both Mr. Taylor and I, who 
was with me in the office at the time, 
testified.’’ P 

Health Commissioner Starkloff is absent 
from the city, and Charles W. ncis, 
Assistant Commissioner, is in charge of 
the department. He said: 

“I shall read the report of the experts 
and the Coroner's verdict and then take 
such action as I deem to be my duty. As 
the manufacture of antitoxin by the city 
has been stopped, the case is not now one 
of —3 pg and I may not decide for 
several days what action I shall take.” 

The findings of the Committee of Bac- 
teriologists included the following: 

“From the facts stated we are forced to 
conclude that the diphtheria anti-toxin pre- 
faree by the City Health Department had 

en issued before it was possible to have 
obtained results from the absolutely neces- 
Sary tests. Had these tests* been per- 
formed, the results upon animals would 
have been such that the serum would not 
have been dispensed and the cases of te- 
tanus forming the basis of this report could 
not have resulted.” 


TETANUS IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Question of Compulsory Vaccination 
Now Being Tested by.a Woman

AUSTRIAN MINISTER 


SEES MR. ROOSEVELT. 
Conveys the Best Wishes of Franz Jo- 
sef for Administration’s Success. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Baron von 
Hengelmuller, the Minister from Austria- 
Hungary to the United States, who has just 
returned from a vacation of several months 
spent at Vienna, called upon President 
Roosevelt’ to-day. He was received in the 
blue parlor, The Minister was charged 
with conveying to the President Emperor 
Franz Josef’s best wishes for the success of 
his Administration and the prosperity of 
his country.

ROW IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 


Dispute Between the Socialists and 
Centrists Causes a Suspension 
of the Session. 

PARIS, Nov. 19.—An uproarious incident 
occurred yesterday in the Chamber of 
Deputies in the course of the discussion on 
the bill authorizing a loan of 265,000,000f., 
in 3 per cent. perpetual rentes, to reimburse 
the Treasury for its outlay as a result of 


the Chinese Expedition and to pay indem- 
nities to French sufferers in China. 

M. Hubbard reported that the Budget 
Commission proposed to reduce the amount 
of the loan to 210,000,000f., because ob- 
jection was taken to France advancing in- 
demnities to religious associations and fi- 
nancial .concerns. M. Hubbard's report 
Was extremely anti-Clerical. 

M. Ribot (Republican,) replied to M. Hub- 
bard, protesting against the report, which 
he described as shameful, whereupon M. 
Berteaux (Socialist) exclaimed that M. 
Ribot deserved to have his ears boxed. At 
this the Centrists vehemently protested, 
while the Socialists cheered. 

Amid the din M. Deschanel, President of 
the Chamber, called upon M. Berteaux to 
withdraw. This M. Berteaux refused to do, 
and renewed outcries and banging of desks 
resulted. M. Deschanel continued to rin 
his bell until the hubbub was subdued, 
when he asked the Chamber to censure M. 
Berteaux. This was voted. 

M. Ribot then resumed his reply to M. 
Hubbard's report, but the Socialists recom- 
menced their noisy opposition, to which the 
Centrists responded equally loudly, until the 
uproar became so deafening and continu- 
ous that M. Deschanel, after vainly clang- 
ing his bell and calling for order, left the 
chair and the session was suspended. 

Subsequently the session was resumed, 
and M. Ribot concluded his speech. The 
Chamber then adjourned. 


MISS EASTWICK SENTENCED. 


Will Remain in Prison for Six Months 
Unless the Home Secretary Ac- 


cepts Plea of Insanity. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Miss Marie Josephine 
Eastwick, the young Philadelphia woman 
who was committed for trial on Oct. 1 in

BUDAPEST, Nov. 18.—The Hungarian 
Premier, M. de Szell, in the course of a de- 
bate on the speech from the throne in the 
Diet to-day, said, amid great applause, that 
the Triple Alliance guaranteed to all three 
States party thereto such a measure of se- 
curity as no other alliance could give, Al- 
though Great Britain, owing to her tradi- 
tions, was not a party to this agreement, 
nevertheless she leaned toward the alliance, 
while Austria-Hungary could act in accord 
with Russia regarding the Balkan States. 

M. de Szell also announced that Hungary 
was negotiating with Austria for a customs 
agreement substantially upon the lines Of 
the one expiring in 1907.

MARACAIBO, Nov. 18.—In view of the 
heavy rains in the Cordilleras, an armistice 
of three weeks between the Venezuelan and 
Colombian troops on the frontier has been 
arranged. The town of Cucuta (in Colom- 
bia, near the Venezuelan frontier) is inun- 
dated. The floods have caused great de- 
struction and a number of lives have been 
lost. In some places the railroad from the 
head of Maracaibo Lake to the interior is 
several yards under water.

Over $7,080,000 in gold bars, the largest 
withdrawal from the Assay Office in one 
day on record, and the largest shipment to 
be consigned to one transatlantic steam- 
ship, will leave New York to-day on board 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse for Europe. 
Of this shipment, about $1,000,000 is con- 
signed to Berlin and the remainder will go

see a very large amount of Western funds 
offering. Incidentally, such a rate would 
automatically check gold exports. 

“If you write along the lines of reason- 
able rates and no stringency you will be on 
the right side.’’

Other Banks to be Acquired and Capita! 
Raised to $5,000,000. 
William A. Nash, President of the Corn

THE NEW ECUADOR RAILWAY. 


Line from Busay to Quibi Completed— 
Tremendous Engineering Diffi- 


culties Overcome. 


GUAYAQUIL, Nov. 18.—Yesterday a trial 
train was run over the new railway line 
from Busay to Quibi, a distance of twenty- 
two miles. This is the most difficult por- 
tion of the line to Quito from an engineer- 
ing point of view. When work was begun 


the difficulties seemed insurmountable. All, 
however, have been successfully overcome, 
and the main problem of passing the Andes 
is now solved. 

Several railway officials from Guayaquil 
and the officers of the British sloop of war 
learus accompanied the train as guests of 
the company. The officers were h yd de- 
lighted with the trip and astonished at the 
enormous obstacles surmounted.

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FRIENDLY ATTITUDE OF 
’ THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 


Ambassador von Holleben Talks of Re- 
lations Between the Two 


Governments. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Herr Von Hol- 
leben» the German Ambassador to the 
United States, has just returned to Wash- 
ingtonfrom his Summer vacation in Europe. 
When asked about the existing relations 
between Germany and the United States, 
His Excellency said: 

“They have never been better or more 
curdial. The great sorrow which came to 
your country through the tragedy in Buf- 
falo has greatly aroused the sympathy ot 
the German people, who are so closely 
united to the people of the United States 
by the many ties of blood and friendship. 
Just as in private life we think more of 
a friend whom fate has made to suffer 
severely, so the German people have been 
brought nearer to those of the United 
States through the latter country’s great 
misfortune. Mr. McKinley’s great qual- 
ities in private life, as well as his great 
statesmanship, shown in his dealing with 
public affairs, have always been thoroughly 
understood and appreciated. 

*“*My countrymen,”’ continued the Ambas- 
sador, “look up to your new chivalrous 
President with admiration and full confi- 
dence, admiring the cotintry at the same 
time which can produce a man of such 
high abilities as your Chief Executive.” 
The Ambassador before leaving Germany 
had been received by his Majesty the Em- 
peror, who instructed him to convey to 
Mr. Roosevelt his Majesty’s most\friendly 
greetings and best wishes of success for his 
administration. 

“My sovereign,’”’ the Ambassador said, 
“has the most frank admiration for Amer- 
ica's progress and the most cordial and 
friendly feelings for the United States. His 
Majesty has, as you know, just shown once 
more how he appreciates American skill 
and workmanship, in having a_ yacht 
built in the United States. All’ talk 
that his Majesty desires to brin the 
European nations together in a challenge 
of America’s progress in the commercial 
world is of course without foundation. 
Before closing the interview his Excel- 
lency said: 

“T have one more thing to say. You are 
without doubt aware that at regular in- 
tervals reports appear in the newspapers 
to the effect that Germany is trying to ac- 
uire coaling stations or a foothold of some 
ind, in South America, or in the West 
Indian waters. These reports are started 
Sgein and again by our enemies who don’t 
like to see us on too friendly terms with 
the United States. I can tell you now that 
I am officially authorized to state that 
Germany has no such purpose. I want to 
deny now, once for all, these ever recurrin 
reports in an emphatic and unqualifi 


way. I have told this to the President, 
who was especially gratified by it.” 


THE FATAL GERMAN DUEL. 


Lieut. Hildebrand, Who Slew Lieut. 
Blaskowitz, Sentenced to Two 
Years’ Imprisonment. 
BERLIN, Novy. 18.—The court-martial ap- 
pointed to inquire into the duel between 
Lieut. Blaskowitz and Lieut. Hildebrand, 
both army officers, at Insterburg, Hast 
Prussia, in which the former was killed, 


has sentenced Lieut. Hildebrand to two 


years’ imprisonment. 

Lieut. Groddeck, second to Lieut. Hilde- 
brand, has been sentenced to five days’ im- 
prisonment. 


Kurt Blaskowitz was a young officer of 
the East Prussian garrison at Insterburg. 
He was the son of a village pastor, and fell 
a victim to a duel which was forced upon 
him through little fault of his own. 
Blaskowitz was about to be married, and 
invited his friends to a farewell bachelor 
supper. He drank a good deal of wine, and 
on his way home he was overcome by the 
effects of it. In this condition he was 
found by two artillery officers, who volun- 
teered to heip him home. Blaskowitz is 
said to have offered some violence to them, 
but he remembered nothing of the matter 
the next day when he proceeded to the 
town of Deutsch Eylau, where his fiancée 
resided, in order to be present at the party 
which is given in Germany on the eve of a 
wedding. 

The guests were already assembling, ac- 
cording to the account sent to The London 
Times by its Berlin correspondent, when a 
telegram arrived summoning Blaskowitz 
back to Insterburg, where, as he was in- 
formed, he had to fight duels to which he 
had been challenged by the two artillery 
officers.. The wedding was postponed, and 
astor Blaskowitz, with his wife and the 
fiancée of Lieut. Blaskowitz, accompanied 
the young officer to Insterburg. There a 
so-called military ‘council of honor dis- 
cussed the situation, and the result of its 
deliberations was that Blaskowitz had prac- 
tically no alternative but to fight or leave 
the army, 

The names of the higher military authori- 
ties upon whom rests the responsibility of 
having permitted the case to assume this 
development are Major General Stamm 
and Lieut. Gen. von Alten. The parents of 
Lieut. Blaskowitz tried to induce him to 
resign his commission; but he was a keen 
soldier and Adjutant of his battalion, and 
he determined to conform to the antiquated 
German code of military honor. The duel 
was fought and the FOuns officer was 
killed by the first shot of his antagonist, 
Lieut. Hildebrand. 


KAISER AS A NAVAL EXPERT. 


He Takes Part in a Technical Discus- 
sion by the German Society of 
Naval Engineers. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Emperor William to- 
day took part in a debate by the Society of 
Naval Engineers on the subject of the plac- 
ing of heavy guns on battleships and its 
effect upon their design and construction. 
His Majesty referred to the influence of 
military requirements upon the develop- 
ment of ship construction and artillery, 
and pointed out how. the aim of Germany 
had always been to allow the ‘opinions of 
the officers who had to navigate ships to 
have as much influence as possible on the 

ship builder and the constructor. 

The Emperor, illustrating his contention 
that tactical requirements influence the 
construction of ships of war, said the time 


of the galleys had seen great development 
in the matter of boat fire, and that the 
lleys were superior in this respect to 
ater battleships. He instanced the battle 
of Lepanto as the greatest wherein galleys 
had been engaged, and said Don John of 
Austria had brought his galleys into action 
in half-moon formation and had destroyed 
ne enemy’s fleet by the superiority of bow 

re. 
Germany, said the Emperor, was the first 
nation to place a Captain stili on the active 
list at the head of the Construction Bureau. 
He believed that the types of vessels now 
being launched in German yards represent 
the very best need for the purposes of the 
country. «+ 
Emperor William concluded his remarks 
with the following annecdote: 
“Some fifteen or twenty years ago my 
interest in and my.zeal for naval questions 
led me to approach an old naval officer 
and request of him an explanation of the 
metacenter of a vessel. He answered that 
he himself did not exactly know what this 
was, and besides, it was a secret. He could 
only tell me that if the metacenter was 
& the maintruck, the vessel would cap- 
size.’’

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EX-CONVICT SUES HIS WIFE. 


Charges She Was Married to Another 
Convict—She Regarded the First 
Marriage as a Joke. 


In the hearing on the motion for alimony 
and counsel fees made before Justice Lev- 
entritt in the Supreme Court yesterday by 
counsel for Mrs. John G. Gilmore in the 
suit for anrmulment of marriage brought 
against her by her husband, a rather ex- 
traordinary state of affairs was revealed. 

The Gilmores were married in 1896. In 
1894 Gilmore was an inmate of the Elmira 
Reformatory, whence he was discharged, 
after serving four months, for good con- 
duct. He was later returned to the re- 
formatory for alleged failure to report to 


the parole officers of the institution. An 
official investigation was made, and the 
man was pardoned by Gov. Flower. 

While in the reformatory Gilmore met a 
man who went by the name of Jacob Hert- 
zog. When Gilmore finally left Elmira 
Hertzog gave him a letter to deliver to a 
woman. Gilmore delivered the letter and 
in 1896 married the young woman. 

A few years later, according to the af- 
fidavits submitted by the plaintiff in the 
action to annul the marfiage, Gilmore dis- 
covered that his wife had, before their 
marriage, been married to Hertzog. This 
masriage, it was alleged, took place on the 
train on which Hertzog was being con- 
veyed to prison, and was performed by Dr. 
Lindsay, who for some time was Chaplain 
in the Tombs. The bride and bridegroom 
parted at the prison gates, and saw each 
other no more. Gilmore claims that his 
marriage to his wife is, therefore, not le- 
gal, as she was married before and her 
husband was still living. 

Mrs. Gilmore in her answer to these 
charges alleges that at the time the cere- 
mony which made her the wife of Hertzog 
took place she considered the whole matter 
to be a joke. She said that not at that time 
nor any time after it had she considered 
herself married to Hertzog, nor had she 
ever lived with the man as his wife. 

Justice Leventritt, after listening to the 
application for alimony and counsel fees 
made on behalf of the woman, said that he 
did not see how the court could, in the 
light of the attendant circumstances, grant 
any alimony in the case. The Justice said 
that he would consider the matter of grant- 
ing counsel fees.

THE NEW CANAL TREATY. 

The disposition of the Government of 
Great Britain to agree to an Isthmian 
Canal treaty which the Senate of the 
United States would be willing to accept 
was affirmed many months ago on the 
authority of statements“made by Lofd 
PaUNCEFOTE in London. Reports’ to that 
effect have been often repeated of late, 
and with increasing precision as to the 
substance and terms of the treaty, indi- 
eating the progress of the negotiations 
toward complete agreement. In a Lon- 


don dispatch to The Journal of yesterday 
there was given what purports to be a 
summary of the provisions of the new 


treaty. It is not a complete summary, 
and it is not in all parts intelligible. Ev- 
idently it has been made up by copying 
freely from the old treaty and inventing 
phrases that may represent either fair- 
ly skillful guesswork or the reproduc- 
tion from memory of hints somehow ob- 
tained of the actual text of the new 
convention. For any examination of the 
terms of the agreement The Journal’s 
summary is worthless, because of its 
manifest omissions, if for no other rea- 
sons. So far as it may be accepted at 
all, its only value is as a confirmation of 
the already established belief that the 
two nations are about to remove in a 
friendly and honorable manner a long- 
standing cause of controversy which, in 
view of the temper of the American 
Senate and of the spirit exhibited by the 
House of Representatives in such ill- 
judged and uncivilized procedures as the 
passage of the Hepburn bill for the ab- 
rogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
has given no little uneasiness to persons 
who wish to see relations of amity main- 
tained between Britain and America, and 
& corresponding joy te others who would 
delight to see those relations disturbed. 

His Majesty’s Government, it is plain, 
is now ready to replace the obstructive 
provisions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
by a convention which permits the 
United States to construct, own, and op- 
erate the canal and to become the sole 
guarantor of its neutrality. It will be 
remembered that the first Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty provided for a joint guaran- 
tee to which other commercial nations 
were to be invited to become parties. To 
this the Senate objected, as it also ob- 
jected to the clause denying to the 
United States the right to fortify the 
canal. The Senate view was embodied 
in the amendments engrafted upon the 
instrument as negotiated, which were 
equivalent to its rejection. 

Great Britain has come to the conclu- 
sion that the canal is of greater im- 
portance to her commerce than the rights 
she waives would be to the prosecution of 
her imperial policies. It has long been 
evident to us that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty was of small concern to her—of 
no concern at all in comparison with the 
maintenance of peaceful relations with 
the United States and with the privileges 
of the projected waterway. For some 
obscure reason English public opinion 
has been permitted to lag far behind the 
advanced and enlightened views of the 
British Government in respect to these 
negotiations. Basing their comments 
partly on preconceived or outworn no- 
tions and in part on misinformation free- 
ly supplied from illkinformed or preju- 
diced sources on this side of the ocean, 
the English newspapers have continued 
to inflame the minds of Englishmen 
against the “surrender” to the Ameri- 
ean Senate long after that “surrender” 
had become inevitable and in fact had 
been resolved upon by the Government. 
We do not call it a surrender. It is only 
a wise and intelligent change of pol- 
icy, a step in advance to gain the sub- 
Stance of advantage by forsaking the 
shadow’ of it. The two nations will now 
be at one again, and that is the most 
important thing of all. The canal will 
be built, and that is important to all 
the world. Our own Government will 
maintain without entangling participa- 
tions its primacy in the public system of 
this hemisphere. The canal will be open 
to all nations on equal terms, but on 
terms which will not permit of its use 
against us by our enemy in time of war. 
It will be entirely and exclusively an 
American canal, but a canal primarily 
for commerce. It is now seen, indeed, 
that much of the talk about the use of 
the canal in war was needless and fool- 
ish. It is superfluous to demand of us 
a stipulation that we will keep the canal 
open even to our enemy in time of war, 
when it is obvious that an enemy would 
never be foolhardy enough to attempt to 
send his Warships through it; and, this 
would be equally true of any nation on 
earth—it is true of Great Britain herself 
fn respect to the Suez Canal, of which 
the entire neutrality is guaranteed by the 
European Powers. 

The belief all along entertained that 
the Nicaragua route will be chosen is

| confirmed by reports fpom Washington 
| that the commission has found no satis- 
factory reason for recommending a con- 
tinuance of the negotiations with the 
French owners of the Panama Canal 
rights. The Nicaragua route is shorter 
and the canal can be dug there for less 
money—two reasons which prevail over 
anything M. HuTIN has been able to say 
in favor of his canal. The ratification 
of the new treaty, which may be confi- 
dently expected, unless the enemies of 
all Isthmian canals shall baffle the wish 
and intention of the people of the United 
States, will open the way to an imme- 
diate beginning of the work. 


SUNDAY OPENING. 

Among the clergymen who last Sunday 
opposed the proposition to relax the 
stringency of the existing excise law by 
precuring the amendment of it as re- 
garis selling on Sunday were Dr. Mac- 
ARTHUR, Dr. BANKs, and Dr. PATTERSON, 
of the Baptist, Methodist, and Universal- 
ist Churches, respectively. These three 
clergymen agreed in resisting any modi- 
fication of the law as respects Sunday 
sales. 

We need not go into the details of their 
arguments. The real question is not 
whether men shall drink on Sunday, 
but whether they shall drink in defiance 
of the law or by permission of the law. 
The amount of drinking will not, proba- 
bly, vary very much in either case. But 
if the law permits the opening of drink- 


ing places on Sunday, for the sale of 
beer only, the drinking will be less harm- 


ful. And it will also be freed from the 
accompaniment of official blackmail, 
which constitutes quite as serious a pub- 


lic mischief as the drinking itself. One 
of the clergymen in question inquired in 


his sermon why we should allow the sale 
of beer on Sunday when we prohibit the 
sale of meat, and whether beer would not 
keep over Sunday as well as meat. This 
shows a highly creditable ignorance on 
the part of the clergyman of the nature 
of “draught beer,’’ which nobody could 
find drinkable after it had stood for 
twenty-four hours. It is not only the 
people who resort to the saloon to drink 
who are to be considered. It is also the 
people, numbering hundreds of thou- 
sands, to whom a dinner without a 
beer is inconceivable, and who find the 
selves prevented from sending out on 
Sunday for what they can send out for 
on any other day of the week. 

The great majority of these people, 
who constitute the “family trade” of 
the saloon, are decent, honest, law-abid- 
ing citizens, whose instincts and desires 
are all upon the side of good government. 
But we have evidence only four years 
old that when their habits are interfered 
with by law they will take the side of 
bad government in revenge and elect the 
Tammany ticket. That is what Mr. Low 
and Mr. JEROMP have been laboring to 
prevent. Assuming that the whole Deca- 
logue is equally binding, it follows that 
the Eighth Commandment is as binding 
as the Fourth. And it does not seem to 
be the part of good citizenship to give 
scope for ‘Tammany stealing by putting 
a legal stigma upon non-partisan Sab- 
bath breaking, which cannot in any case 
be prevented. 


BUSINESS VIEWS OF TARIFF RE- 
VISION. 

The letters from representative busi- 
ness men on the general subject of tariff 
revision, now appearing in the columns 
of this journal, are of unusual interest, 
and will be so regarded by the thought- 


ful reader. Our correspondents are by 
no means in agreement, either as to the 
principle of tariff revision or as to de- 
tails of a safe economic policy, but rep- 
resent widely divergent views from wide- 
ly different standpoints. Those ap- 
pearing in our issue of yesterday are of 
value as contributions to the discussion. 
Mr. J. A. Croury, editor of The Shoe and 
Leather Reporter, writing as an expert 
in matters connected with the American 
leather manufacturing industry, shows 
that the duties on hides, originally im- 
posed as a protection to the cattle rais- 
ers, has failed of its purpose, benefiting 
only the packers, who have had their 
profits increased without advantage to 
the public. The fact that English and 
Continental. manufacturers of shoes and 
other leather goods, using American 
leather, get their material at lower price 
than our own consumers are compelled 
to pay for it, calls attention to a condi- 
tion of affairs which is not conducive to 
American industrial prosperity. 

Mr. GEorRGE H. Barsour of Detroit, 
Vice President and General Manager of 
the Michigan Stove Company, calls at- 
tention to the fact that with Canadian 
reciprocity our stove manufacturers 
could supply the Canadian market, from 
which they are now excluded by a 25 per 
cent, Canadian duty. This is the only 
aspect of the tariff question which has 
interest for the stove manufacturing in- 
dustry. It never needed protection and 
does not now. 

Mr. JospPpH D. OLIvEeR of the Oliver 
Chilled Plow Works, at South Bend, 
Ind., whose name is identified with the 
manufacture of plows, points out that 
this great and almost.distinctively Amer- 
ican industry is handicapped by a lack 
of reciprocal trade relations, which re- 
strain it from “almost unlimited expan- 
sion.” This is an industry which the 
tariff can touch only injuriously. 

Mr. JoHN B. Roacu, true to the tradi- 
tions of his family and of the industry 
with which he is identified, the building 
of irén ships, takes ground against 
any “tariff tinkering’ and makes a 
strong argument against reciprocity in 
any form. His argument merits con- 
sideration, less because it is convineing 
than because it represents a phase of 
public opinion which is held by those who 
think as Mr. Roacu does to be an essen- 
tial article of faith. 

In our issue of to-day Mr. Joun H. 
Converse of the Baldwin Locomotive 
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Works expresses the opinion that any 
action on the tariff at this time would 
only serve to disturb the general pros- 
perity of the country, and thinks that 
all that is needed can be accomplished by 
reciproctty treaties. This would seem to 
involve a non sequitur. Many people 
believe that the ratification of reciprocity 
treaties would be the crudest and most 
blundering kind of tariff revision, break- 
ing down the principles of protection and 
not representing a logical or orderly re- 
vision of the schedule’ to bring them 
into conformity with existing industrial 
conditions. On the other hand, Mr. 
CHARLES W. Pusey of the Pusey & Jones 
Company, shipbuilders and machinists, 
believes that the industries with which 
he is connected would be benefited by 
both reciprocity and tariff revision. 
Finally, we have Mr. EDWARD ATKIN- 
SON’s contribution to the discussion in a 
masterly presentation of the free trade 
argument, prepared for the Industrial 
Commission and summarized by him for 
our columns. This is instructive reading. 

Interest will also be felt in the posi- 
tion of Chairman Bascock of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House, not- 
withstanding the fact that it overlooks 
the advantages which under certain con- 
ditions may result from “ unloading ”’ 
our surplus of manufactures on foreign 
markets, even at bargain counter prices. 
The whole question is one which admits 
of classification as a “ paramount issue eS 
at this time, and its importance will 
steadily increase until it becomes the di- 
viding line in National politics. It is one 
concerning which the well-informed citi- 


zen should have other ideas than are 
furnished him ready made by party man- 


agers and the writers of convention plat- 
forms. It is a subject on which honest 


differences of opinion are quite possible, 
but one concerning which ignorance or 
indifference is scarcely excusable in a 
citizen who must assist in settling it 
wisely and for the best interests of the* 
country. 

HOW GERMANY IS TO WHIP Us! 

We owe to the researches of our es- 
teemed contemporary, the Courier des 
Etats Unis, a most interesting account 
of a German military plan for the inva- 
sion and subjugation of the United 
States. 

We ought to explain that this plan is 
not official. It is true that the author 
of it, Lieut. von EpELSHEIM of the Sec- 
ond Uhlans, is attached to the General 
Staff. He has so much confidence in 
his plan for making us bite the dust that 
he has issued it in a pamphlet, presuma- 
bly at his own expense. But this very 
form of publication indicates that the 
plan has not been adopted officially, and 
is not to be found in the archives of the 
German General Staff. Those archives 
are popularly supposed to contain plans 
for the invasion and subjugation of ev- 
ery country on earth. It is reported that 
when von Motrxe was officially ap- 
prised of the declaration of war against 
France, he pulled out of a pigeonhole of 
his desk a paper indorsed “The March 
to Paris,” and sent it to his august mas- 
ter. But we may be sure that Lieut. VON 
EDELSHEIM’s little technical study has 
not been made official, or else we should 
not have heard of it at all. 

But the Lieutenant is a sincere stu- 
dent, and his studies ought to attract 
the attention of his superiors. During 
these late years, he begins by observing, 
we haye had on several occasions diffi- 
culties with the United States, most of 
them having been upon commercial ques- 
tions. Thus far these difficulties have 
been removed by German concessions. 
But there is a limit to concessions, and 
it is interesting to inquire what means 
we could employ, if the case arose, of im- 
posing our will by force. Now, our first 
element of force is our fleet, which has 
every prospect of combating with suc- 
cess the naval forces of the United States, 
dispersed as they are over two oceans. 
But it is evident, in view of the im- 
mense extent and the immense resources 
of the United States, that'a naval de- 
feat would not be decisive. 

The, military question would be how to 
make it decisive. Again, considering the 
great extent of the United States, there 
could be no serious question of an inva- 
sion of the interior, but there would be 
chances of success in “striking blows 
uppn the littoral and cutting the great 
arteries of exportation and importation, 
so as to paralyze the industrial and com- 
mercial life of the United States, which 
would oblige that Power to accept 
peace,” 

This looks reasonable, and the accom- 
plished author of the pamphlet gives his 
reasons in some detail» If, he says, the 
mobilization of the transports and the 
invading corps began at once after the 
departure. of the fighting German fleet 
(which, by hypothesis, is to wipe the 
American Navy from the Atlantic Ocean) 
it will be admitted that the German 
troops might come into action upon 
Ameri¢an soil in about four weeks. Now 
the United States could oppose to these 
troops, only a force numerically infe- 
rior. (An army “corps” of 25,000 men 
seems to be our author’s notion of the 
size of the invading force.) It is true 
that the United States Army numbers 
65,000 men, but not more than 30,000 
are available for the defense of the 
mother country, and of these 10,000 will 
be required to look after ‘the Indian 
territories’ and the fortresses of the 
coasts, so that 20,000 would be the max- 
imum available. It is true, says the cau- 
tious theorist, that there are 100,000 mili- 
tiamen, but most of them did not answer 
the National call in the late war with 
Spain. Moreover, they are still in great 
part armed with muzzle-loaders, and 
very imperfectly drilled. It is true that 
the invasion could not well be a surprise, 
but still the landing might be suddenly 
effected, and at an unexpected point. 
When it is considered that the Ameri- 
cans have no plan of mobilization well 


matured in time of peace, and when 
there is also considered the inexperience 
and weakness of their regular army, it 
might be hoped that an invading corps, 
acting suddenly, would have chances of 
success. 

It is rather a novel suggestion that a 
single German Army corps could con- 
quer the United States, or reduce the 
country to such a state that it would 
have to accept a peace on the terms of 
the invaders. Still, after the German 
Navy had annihilated the United States 
Navy at sea, so that no resistance could 
be offered to the crossing of the trans- 
ports, the landing of one army corps 
would furnish an instructive military 
experiment. And at least the theorizing 
cf the able German strategist is 
“mighty interestin’ readin’.”’ 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—tThere still lingers in many lands, and 
in the minds of not a few people apparently 
sane, the belief that a forked hazel twig, 
if called a “ divining rod”’ and manipulat- 
ed in peculiar ways by persons pecullarly 
gifted, will reveal the position of hidden 
treasures, such as_ subterranean water 
courses and deposits of metal, native or 
minted. Scientists have tried in vain to 
dispel this superstition by argument, and 
now they are resorting to a new method— 
nothing less than really doing exactly what 
the ‘‘ dowsers,’’ thanks to humanity's ten- 
dency to remember successes and to forget 
failures, get the credit for doing. Of course 
the method is electrical, electricity being 
the one means by which the up-to-date 
magician does all his miracles. The West- 
ern Electrician gives a long description of 
the instruments used, but for unprofes- 
sionals it is enough to say that the new 
prospecting consists of measuring the re- 
sistance encountered by an electrical cur- 
rent passing from one steel rod driven into 
the earth to anothe? similarly placed. 
Where metallic véins offer an easy path 
for the current the resistance is low, and 
where there is no such vein it is high, and 
80, by moving the steel rods along the sides 
of a mining claim or other promising area, 
the exact position where actual exploration 
ought to begin can be discovered—or the 
fact that the tract is barren. The tale is 
told with entire gravity, and it contains no 
obvious improbabilities. The exploiters of 
the device claim to have made a number of 
valuable finds by means of it, some of 
them in places where experienced miners 
said that only maniacs or imbeciles would 
expect to discover ore. Copper, as might be 
anticipated, reveals itself most readily to 
the new “ dowsers,”’ but gold, silver, and 
other metals, if in veins, are not much 
more coy, and the presence of water 
courses is also revealed. It is asserted that 
the position of metats 600 feet under ground 
can thus be ascertained with considerable 
precision. 


—Presumably that tale about the form- 
ing—or the planning—of a new republic up 
in the Klondike region is only another 
demonstration of the fact that fiction is 
one of the crops that grow luxuriantly in 
the glorious climate of California, but 
though it is doubtful if this particular 
product of the Golden Slepe will ‘‘ keep” 
well, it pleases the ear, just as a Califor- 
nian peach pleases the eye, and is there- 
fore to be treated with a, sincere, though 
carefully limited, respect. That the in- 
habitants of Dawson and its neighborhood 
—which means a circle of land with a diam- 
eter not a few hundred miles long—are 
discontented with the Government to which 
they have been subjected by rulers whose 
interests are not theirs, has been repeated- 
ly and vehemently revealed, and it is far 
from impossible that they have been medi- 
tating upon the joys of political independ- 
ence; but to want is one thing, while to 
try to get is quite another. Miners are a 
strenuous lot, but their personal relations 
are usually little more cordial than those 
engendered by a truce between armed sol- 
diers, and, while insurrections can easily 
be excited among them, their risings are 
generally easy to quell. The revolt at 
Johannesburg had an ambitious beginning, 
yet a few Dutch farmers settled it without 
any trouble, and would have kept it settled 
except for outside interference. Were it 
not for the gold in the Klondike country 
the people there might do about what they 
pleased. What they would please to do, 
however, in that case, would be to get out 
as soon. as they could. The gold changes 
the situation, particularly as there is a 
mysterious law by which gold deposits are 
always on the British side of disputed fron- 
tiers—always,- that is, in Africa or Asia. 
It turned out to be different in Venezuela, 
but the rule has as yet held good in the 
Northwest Territory, and the Klondike Re- 
public is little likely to follow tropical 
precedents, 


——One of the long delayed and much 
needed reforms which will doubtless be in- 
stituted after Jan. 1 is the equipping of 
every corner in New York with signs bear- 
ihg the street and avenue names so plainly 
printed and so intelligently arranged that 
they can be easily seen not only by people 
on the sidewalks, but also by those in rap- 
idly moving street cars. This will be a 
large job and a long one, however, and 
meanwhile the managers of the — rail- 
way lines might win valuable popularity 
for themselves and their corporation by in- 


\structing their conductors to call out the 


names of cross streets as they are passed. 
Some of the conductors do a little some- 
thing in this direction already, especially 
at night, but there is no system about it in 
any case, and most of the conductors make 
no effoit to calm the anxieties of their pas- 
sengers. It would be enough, perhaps, if, 
in the upper part of the city, they an- 
nounced every fifth cross street, or even 
every tenth one, providing, of course, the 
announcements were distinct. To make such 
employes talk so as to be understood, it is 
necessary, judging from the experience of 
the-New Haven Road, to make them deliv- 
er a sentence of considerable length. With 
only one cr two words to say, the result is 
always either a grunt or a howl, neither 
conveying any information. Forced to re- 
peat a complete sentence, remembrance of 
the object to be attained has time to pre- 
sent itself, and the result is admirable. At 
least it is on the New Haven trains, and 
there is no reason why it should not be 
the same on the cars of the Metropolitan 
Company. And, by the way, when the new 
street signs are put up, of course they will 
be at right angles to their respective streets, 
and not parallel with them. It is the 
consensus of enlightened opinion, we be- 
lieve, that the parallel system is very bad 
and the right angled system very good. 


-—By commuting from death to impris- 
onment the sentence of a Filipino priest 
who had been convicted of murdering na- 
tives who favored submission to American 
rule and the resulting progress from bar- 
barism into civilization, Gen. CHAPFEE has 
followed the example of those judges who 
consider, not a criminal’s temptations and 
his excuses, such as ignorance, poverty, 
and the like, for not resisting to attraction 
of wrong, but what is called*or miscalled— 
“previous good character.’ This, in the 
cases to which we are reéerring, generally 
meéans that the criminal lived well, or com- 
fortably, and moved in respectable society. 
These eircumstances are aggravations, 
rather than palliations, of crime, and they 


establish no claim to leniency. If an ir- 
reconcilable Filipino layman deserves death 
for killing Filipinos who are not irrecon- 
cilable, a Filipino priest who does the same 
thing deserves death much more, and it is 
a most illogical way of paying respect to 
“the cloth” to let him off with a lighter 
penalty.

VIEWS OF MR. ATKINSON ON 
COMMERCIAL RECIPROCITY. 


In response to the request of THE TIMES 
for his opinion on the present questions 
concerning commercial reciprocity, Mr. Ed- 
ward Atkinson referred us to the printed 
report of his testimony given in Boston last 
Spring before the United States Industrial 
Commission. “The very few arts and the 
small percentage on which there could be 
any competition from abroad and the great 
number of arts that rest upon the export 
of surplus for establishing the price of the 
entire product,’’ says Mr. Atkinson in his 
note, “is one of the important points to be 
brought out in the discussion of commer- 
cial reciprocity as a Natfonal benefit.’’ The 
following extracts are made from Mr. At- 
kinson’s statement before the Industrial 
Commission: 

“In this treatise it is my intention to 
prove that the vaster portion of our me- 
chanical and manufacturing arts have been 
generated and developed in the nature of 
things and under the necessity of our con- 
ditions, They form a necessary, not an ar- 
tificial, part of our.National development. 
* * * TI shall demonstrate the fact that 
the high wages or earnings of the working 
people of this country have been the conse- 
quence of our advantage of position, of our 
continental system of free trade among the 
States, of our common education, and of 
our common energy. High wages or earn- 
ings are not the antecegent, but are the re- 
sultant, of low cost of production due to 
the vast possessions of fertile lands, of 
mines, and of forests. I shall prove to you 
that while legislative bounties or subsidies, 
direct or indirect, may have promoted a 
more rapid and perhaps unwholesome 
growth of a very few specific arts, they 
have done so at the cost of the mass of the 
consumers and in a yet greater measure at 
the cost of other branches of manufacture 
which are to the manner born. Nearly all 
our manufactures have been established 
here from necessity rather than from 
choice. I shall present reasons why our 
present conditions almost compel a revision 
of our system of revenue, and I shall at- 
tempt to prove that what we have now to 
do is only to apply the principle of liberty, 
by which this Nation lives and moves and 
has its being, to our trade with foreign 
countries as well as to our trade within 
our own domain. * * * 

“The great competing manufacturing or 
machine-using States of the world are the 
United States, the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many, France, Belgium, and the Nether- 
lands, Their population in round numbers 
figures about 230,000,000, of which the peo- 
ple of the United States count one-third. 
Outside these countries there are more than 
1,200,000,000 people waiting for a supply of 
the manufactured goods of these machine- 
using countries, Other European countries— 
Austria, Italy, Spain—barely supply their 
own wants, while the competition in manu- 
factures in the commerce of the world may 
be disregarded, excepting as to a few 
special products such as the silks of the 
East. Glance a moment at the relative re- 
sources of these machine-using nations. 
The United States produce an excess of all 
the metals except tin; an excess of the 
products of the field with scarcely an ex- 
ception; an excess of the products of the 
forests, soon to be supplemented by the 
vast resources of Canada lest we should 
denude our forest lands too rapidly; an 
excess Of coal and of oil; an excess of all 
fibres excepting silk and wool, reeled silk 
being too much a product of handwork to 
become profitable in a machine-using State, 
(as Daniel Webster said, ‘‘ we can’t afford 
to do ourselves what foreign paupers can 
do so well fér us”’;) wool capable of being 
produced in excess of our own warts, espe- 
cially upon the uplands and in the mount- 
ain valleys of the South whenever the cur 
dog is suppressed and a reasonable share 
of intelligence applied to the rotation of 
sheep, corn, and cotton on the same field. 
On the other hand, we find our competitors 
in Europe deficient in and mainly depen- 
dent upon us for a supply of food and of 
the most important materials entering into 
their processes of manufacture. Great Brit- 
ain is deficient in food, in fibres, in ores 
fit for making steel, and is subject to 
increasing cost of coal with the possibility 
of the exhaustion of her coking coal. 
France and Belgium are amply supplied 
with food, deficient in fibres, in metals, 
and in fuel. Germany, with a poor soil, is 
barely capable of subsistence, and is defi- 
cient in timber, in fibres, and in fuel. The 
Netherlands are too small to have any 
considerable influence in the larger under- 
takings of commerce, except as carriers and 
importers in transit. Yet more, in no other 
country has so small a number of men been 
diverted from the constructive work of 
peace to the destructive pursuit of war, 
since slavery destroyed itself tn our civil 
war, as in the United States. In one respect 
even the civil war was constructive, since 
it made way for the new industries of the 
regenerated South. The result of these con- 
ditions is found in the fact thatin no other 
country is the cost of labor per unit of 
product so low, and in no other country are 
the rates of wages earned in factories or 
furnaces, the workshop, the mine, forest, 
or field, so high, the only exception to 
this rule being in those few arts which 
cannot be conducted successfully without 
an untaxed supply of materials of foreign 
origin which are necessary in the process 
of our domestic industry. In a very few 
branches of industry these materials are 
now so heavily taxed by duties upon im- 
ports that they are at this time in an ad- 
verse and unprofitable condition. So far 
as the principle of liberty has been per- 
mitted to take its free course, our domestic 
industry has been promoted, our workmen 
have been protected, and our home and 
foreign markets have been established and 
assured. So far as liberty has been restricted 
by the provision of public taxation to the 
promotion of a very few special private in- 
terests have manufactures been retarded, 
while, as a rule, such specially protected 
arts have led a fitful and feverish exist- 
ence, subject to constant fluctuation and 
frequent failure. 

‘‘ Yet there are some cases, notably in iron 
and steel, where this influence has only 


retarded the National development and has 
not stopped it. * * * In other arts, nota- 
bly in the wool and woolen industry, ad- 
verse conditions still exist. * * * Tt is 
impossible to establish and maintain wool- 
eh and worsted manufactures without the 


untaxed import of the wools of the world. 
* * * For example, the margin of profit 
on common printed calicoes, which retail 
for 5 cents a yard, and even for less, is 
on an average not above one-eighth of a 
cent per yard on the gray cloth; yet that 
small margin gives nearly 2 cents pound 
profit, and that rate will yield to 7 per 
cent. upon the capital invested in the print 
cloth mill and machinery. A less margin 
of profit, one-tenth of a cent, or less, will 
keep the print works in operation and will 
pay handsomely on the investment. Now 
there is no branch of industry in which 
the manufacturing States are so dependent 
upon each other as in the chemical industry 
and in the manufacture of drugs, dyestuffs, 
and chemicals, which are the materials of 
chief cost in printing cotton calicoes. Ger- 
many excels all other States in this branch 
of science, and is the chief source of many 
most important articles. There is no more 
harmful! schedule in our tariff than the list 
of duties imposed on chemicats, drugs, and 
dyestuffs needed by us. * * * Asitis with 
these duties, so to a greater extent do the 
duties on wool, hides, and many other ma- 
terials of foreign origin burden and restrict 
the export of our own manufactures while 
protecting those of competing countries, 
who suffer no such obstructions to exist. 
* * * The Southern States entered upon 
infant manufactures with their property 
destroyed, their railways wrecked, without 
capital, without inherited mechanical apti- 
tude, without mills or workshops, and with- 
out developed skill to establish them. They 
were exposed to the unrestricted competi- 
tion of the great ironwgrks of Pennsyl- 
vania, of the textile factories of New Eng- 
land, and of the woodworkers of the West. 
What do we now witness? Have not the 
Southern ironmasters proved themselves 
equal to those of Pennsylvania, superior in 
many respects to the British and German? 
Are not Southern cotton manufacturers 
ready to supply the markets of the world 
with all the medium useful grades of cot- 
ton fabrics, which constitute 80 to 90 per 
cent. of the world’s consumption, whenever 
we remove the obstructive tax from the 
crude products of Asia, Africa, Australia, 
and South America? Then the 800,000,000 
people, or more, of these continents may 

e able to pay for their purchases of cot- 
ton fabrics, as they now pay our competi- 
tors in Great Britain and gther countries, 
by exchanging their crude products for 
them. They have but little money, they are 
mostly hand workers at low wages, but 
they sell their crude products to all other 
countries free of obstruction, while we fine 
them for trying to exchange goods for 
goods with us. Have not these infant iron- 
masters and cotton manufacturers of the 
South given a lead and presented an exam- 

le to the adults of the North and West? 

hat other protection than that of’ their 
own rapidly developed skill and capacity 
have they needed? * * * 

“In point of fact, not over 2 to 3 per 
cent. of the products of the-farmers of this 
country can be subjected to foreign com- 
petition, while from 10 to 20 per cent., 
varying in different years, depend upon 
the export of our surplus for their entire 
income. * * * 

“It was not until after the unfortunate 
war of 1812 and the unwholesome stimulus 
given to certain few branches of industry 
by the exclusion of British goods, that 
there was any real protective effort, and 
that effort did not take shape until 1824. 
* * * My direct experience and personal 
knowledge begins in 1842 and goes down 
through the tariff of 1846, which, being a 
horizontal tariff, putting up the duties on 
wool while it put down the duties on goods, 
had a very disastrous effect. It was attrib- 
uted to free trade, but it was really due 
to the advance in duties on wool. I then 
come down to the tariff of 1857, the lowest 
ever known in this country, with the largest 
free list. The period from 1857 to the be- 
ginning of the civil war saw the most 
steady and constant development of the 
textile manufactures of this country that 
I have ever known.”

But no drink 
stronger than new cider, good coffee, and 
fragrant Bohea should be vended.” 

Truly a dainty picture, drawn by the 
hand of a most poetic idealist. The harsh 
lines of the saloon are all softened; only 


the thrilling melody of children’s happy 
laughter is heard in the distance; the faces 
of sunny-visaged wives and tender hus- 
bands are seen, and the delicious aroma 
of steeped tea leaves is gracously wafted 
to our nostrils, Such saloons, however, do 
not meet the actual requirements, 

““The saloon is the workingman’s club.” 
Human nature is akin in the case of the 
man possessing an income of $100 or $1 a 
day. he former seeks his club at his 
eure He goes to it to gratify his social 
nstincts. He may imbibe a greater or less 
amount of intoxicating fluid, which he will 
tell you his peculiar organism particularly 
demands. e frequents his club to meet 
men. 

Some there are who retire to that very 
place so as not to meet women—women 
and children. Few clubs are primarily 
and exclusively family circles. The man 
of lesser means has small opportunity for 
social intercourse with his fellow-man out- 
side of the restricting limits of the fac- 
tory, warehouse, or Witch. He, too, has 
ungratified social cravings. His beer is 
drunk with as evident relish as the club- 
man’s expensive wine. His disposition also 
may be to temporarily withdraw from 
feminine and infantile society. How satis- 
fying, think you, would be the Sunday of 
the laboring man who desires to obtain 
some few of his leisure hours as rest, his 
ears throbbing with the incessant chatter 
of women? e sits clutching his cup of 
steaming tea, (when he is yearning for a 
glass of cool lager;) hundreds of wild-eyed, 
screaming children with high-pitched, stri- 
dent voices playing at “ Pom-pom-pull- 
away or “Tag,” go howling, hurtling 
through the recreation hall—his club. It 
is not what he came for—it is not what he 
wants. 

I am no irascible, crotchety bachelor of 
long standing, and I am passionately fond 
of children, pleasant-faced women, and 
good coffee. I drink almost never of malted 
or spirituous liquors. None the less do I 
above all things enjoy the seclusion of my 
club, when the spirit moves me to go to it. 
I can sympathize with the poor man.

ale, comes to my mind. ‘“ A and B agree 
what C shall do for D.”” We can decide 
what we desire for the poor man; can we 
compel him to accept our decision?

He is a 
free agent and throughout the ages has 
drunk what he will, when he will, and gen- 
erally where he will. If he will drink let us 
try to have him drink under as proper re- 
strictions as we may be able to impose. 
Let us not command him not to drink, for 
opposition invariably breeds desire. ‘ For 
what hangeth over our heads our souls 
are sick with longing,” but what lieth on 
the doorstep we kick from the threshhold.”

Courageous Acts of Firemen, Po- 
lice, and Watchful Surfmen. 


DINERS LISTEN AND APPLAUD 


Mr. Moss Tells of Delaney and the Brave 
Park Place Disaster Hero, Taylor— 
Fireman Vaughan’s Wonder- 


ful Rescue. 


The deeds of daring of the men who pro- 
tect the lives and property of the citizen? 
of this municipality from the dangers of 
fire and accident and the depredations of 
the criminal, together with the acts of 
eourage of the surfmen who risk their 
lives to save the wrecked voyager from the 
waves, were recounted in stirring terms to 
appreciative members of tbe Congrega- 
tional Club, at the St. Denis, last night. 

Ex-Police Commissioner Frank Moss rfe- 
lated some of the conspicuous acts of per- 
sonal heroism of the members of the police 
force. Ex-Fire Commissioner James R. 
Sheffield told of the modest firemen’s deeds, 
and Major Horace L. Piper, Assistant Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Life-Saving 
Service, commended the surf boats’ crews. 
Major Piper rose from the lowest grade— 
that of surfman—to his present place. 

John R. Black, President of the club, pre- 
sided. In introducing Mr. Moss, he said 
the Congregational Club would hear wheth- 
er or not personal courage is dfappearing, 
as some writers claim, and whether under 
Tammany control politicians had succeeded 
in extinguishing courage among the mem- 
bers of the police force. 

Mr. Moss was enthusiastically received. 
He said in part: % 

“Tammany has not extinguished that 
bravery, courage, or heroism that has al- 
ways distinguished our police force. It 
is upon these noble qualities that those 
who hope to reform the force must build. 
You cannot have a Devery at the head of 
the force without having a lot of little 
Deverys in it. There are some now among 
the Inspectors and Captains, and a few 
among the patrolmen. 

“How many of you here present will 
plead guilty to having physical courage? 
I won't. The man of the magazine was 
right when he said we would eventually 
evolve a race without personal courage. 
That's why we worship John L. Sullivan. 
He has it. We haven't. Inspector Alex- 
ander Williams—the beau ideal policeman— 
had personal courage. I wouldn’t ‘ike to 
guarantee the other side of his character. 
He earned the title of the ‘Clubber’ by 
using his fists on people who didn’t de- 
serve it, 

“The exemplification of personal courage 
on the force, however, is Capt. John J. De- 
laney of the East Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion. I don’t bring him forward as a great 
moral character, but when Delaney was a 
patrolman he was given a warrant to serve. 
He located his man up a flight of stairs 
with several companions. He went up and 
attempted to serve his warrant. Immedi- 
ately there was a lively mix-up, and De- 
laney and several men rolled to the foot of 
the stairs in a heap, Delaney underneath. 
His man jumped into a cab in front of the 
door, The driver, ,his friend, whipped up 
the horses. 

** Delaney’s physical courage was aroused. 

» The man he wanted was getting away from 
him, He sprang for the cab, landed on 
the step and got his arm in the window. 
The herse was going at break-neck speed. 
The man inside drew his pistol and pressed 
it to Delaney’s face. ‘Get off,” he cried. 
‘No,’ said Delaney through his teeth. 

“The pistol was discharged and pierced 
Delaney’s eye. Still Delaney, hung on, ar- 
rested his man, and, with blood streamin 
down his face and the bullet in his head, 
took his man to the station house. Delaney 
still carries the bullet in his head. [Ap- 
plause. } 

“ Richard Walsh, a Captain and an old 
sojdier, was placed in charge of the Mast 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Station. 
This district is presided over by his Hon- 
or, Percival Nagle. Capt. Walsh saw 
comeing Sing on in his precinct. Every 
man in Harlem knows Percy Nagle is re- 
sponsible for this lawbreaking.

y: 

“*T hear there bas been a man down 
here trying to interfere with my discipline. 
I can’t stand it. If you hold me responsi- 
ble I won't be interfered with. The offi- 
cer did what he did under my orders. If 
there is anybody to be punished, punish 
me.’ [Applause.] 

Mr. Moss then referred to the bravery 
of the police during the draft riots, when 
200 officers routed a mob of 5,000 on their 
way to attack the down-town district. He 
also spoke of Policeman Taylor, now on 
the force, who at the time of the Park 
Place explosion, some years ago, though 
not on duty, ran to the scene, and, hearing 
cries from the cellar, seized a half dozen 
axes from a hardware store and asked, 
“Who will go with me?” Not a man 
moved. The cellar entrance was blocked. 

Taylor, unaided, set to work to cut a hole 
through the wall of the adjoining cellar. 
He succeeded and passed seventeen per- 
sons, imprisoned in the cellar, out of the 
hole he made. Then he went about hig 
business and said not a word of it at the 
station house. The next day the hardware 
Store sent the rm me a bill for the axes. 

The Captain called Taylor up and asked 
him about the bill. Taylor modestly ex- 
plained. The Captain declared he had 
added lying to his failure to pay his bills. 
“No man would do what you say you've 
done without bragging of it,’’ said he, and 
preferred charges against Taylor. Affi- 
davits attesting to the truth of Taylor's 
story were secured from some of the per- 
a he rescued, who were then in the hos- 
pital, 

Of the personal deeds of the firemen, ex- 
Commissioner Sheffield had much to say. 
He had attended the meeting, he said, de- 
spite the advice of his physician because 
he could not neglect an opportunity to pay 
a tribute to those to whom it was due. 

The most remarkable rescue.-that Mr. 
Sheffield related was one that occurred at 
the Hotel Royal fire some years ago. Fire 
Patrolman Vaughan saw a man in an over- 
coat standing on a sixth-story window 
about to jump. He got up on the roof of 
an adjoining house, which made an “L”’ 
with the burning building, and with four 
men holding his feet swung himself toward 
the man. His hands passed a foot or more 
above his head. Finally he shouted to the 
man to jump. The latter did and caught 
Vaughan’s wrists, the fireman catching his 
collar as he did so. 

The. four men were 
Vaughar and his burden over the cor- 
nice. “Drop me and save yourself,” said 
the man. ‘ No,” said Vaughan. Then, 
with blood pouring from his nose, mouth. 
and ears, he began to swing, pendulum 
like until he swung the man Tigh enough 
for the men above to catch his coat collar 
and pull him to the roof in safety. 

Major Piper, among other stories, told of 
Frederick Hatch, who rescued alone two 
men from the mizzen crosstrees of a sink- 
ing vessel by jumping in the darkness from 
the end of the boom to the mizzen rigging. 
His comrades shot him a lifeline. 

“When next vou call your roll of he- 
roes,”’ said he, ‘don’t forget the name. of 
Frederick Hatch of Cleveland.”

THE McKINLEY DEATH MASK. 


Has Been Finished and Will Be Sent to 


the Smithsonian Institution. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BUFFALO, Nov. 18—Edward L. A. 
Pausch, the expert maskmaker of Hart- 
ford, Conn., has finished his work on the 
death mask™ of William McKinley, and 
next week it will be taken to Washington, 
where it will be shown to the public at the 
Mr, Pausch came 
here Sept. 15 on a hurry call and took the 
impression while the President lay dead 
in the Milburn house. Since that time he 
has worked constantly in secret perfecting 


the mask. The location of his studio has 
not been known, and each evening Mr. 
Pausch took his work to a safety deposit 
vault, where it was locked’ up. 

It was the express order of the Govern- 
ment that no photographs of the mask 
should be taken. At Washington the mask 
will be dteplayed for, a short time only 
and then it will be carefully guarded and 
kept under a glass case. Sculptors are to 
begin remodeling the cast in marble. In 
this way all marble statues of President 
McKinley which portray his features in 
accurate proportion will necessarily have 
to come from this mask. The mask differs 
from those of Napoleon and others in that, 
instead of mares including the face, it 
portrays practica’ Wy the entire head. The 
plaster itself weighs twenty-five pounds.

(NEW WOMAN'S CLUB OPENS 


An Idea of Persons of Social 
Standing Realized. 


Many Women on Its Membership List 
from Other Cities—its Home 


Described. a 


There are no smoking rooms and no ob- 
servation windows, but to all intents and 
purposes the new. woman’s club opened at 
9 East Forty-sixth Street yesterday will 
be on a par with the average man’s club. 
It is intended for the comfort and conve- 
nience of its members without a thought 
of self-improvement or the emancipation 
of woman from the cares of home life. The 
new club opens with some 500 members. 

The house was crowded all day, and 
while the new organization is looked vpon 
still as something of an experiment, its 
friends feel that eo far everything poiuts 
to success. 

There has been a feeling for some time 
that there was needed a club in the city 
where the many women in different towns 
near New York could make their head- 
quarters when coming in for a few days’ 
shopping, where they could rest and re- 
fresh themselves and dress for any social 
function they might wish to attend if they 
are in town for only a day. The need of 
-the club was equally great for the inany 
city women who spend half the year at 
their country and seaside homes, and the 
new organization is the result of much 
thought and consideration. 

On the Executive Committee are Mrs. 
John Greenough, Mrs. Russell H. Hoadley, 
Mrs. L. Everett Oakes, Mrs. Henry G. 
Piffard, Mrs. William H. Rockwell, Mrs. 
James F. Ruggles, and Mrs, Arthur But- 
ler Twombley. 

There is a long Mst of patrons of the club, 
women of acknowledged social standing, 
who have been the medium through which 
its membership has been formed. Each 
one of the patrons sent out a list of invi- 
tations to women who would be desirable 
members. 

The members include women living as far 
away as @€hicago. There are Philadelphia 
woman, Providence women, and women 


from all the large cities in New York and 
New Jersey. About two-thirds of the mem- 
bers are in fact out-of-town women. 

The club. occupies two floors of two 
houses on Forty-sixth Street. A pretty re- 
ception room is on the main floor, and the 
club has the use of the Turkish baths 
which connect with its rooms and oooupy 
the upper floors of the house. It has its 
own cab service, a messenger call, and tel- 
ephone. On the first of its floors are sleep- 
ing and dressing rooms, these latter small 
rooms partitioned off by draperies, each 
containing a toilet table and all toilet con- 
veniences. Opening from these rooms is a 
closet lined with lockers in which members 
can keep small articles or wearing a ~~ 
for use in the city to save the trouble of 
bringing in luggage from out of town. 
There are letter boxes, and city members 
will have their mail delivered at the club in 
the Summer. A maid will be always in at- 
tendance to render any assistance required. 

On the first floor is a large room where 
luncheon will be served every day, after- 
noon tea and breakfast to resident guests, 
and dinners to members who may order 
them in advance. 

The house will accommodate from ten to 
twelve guests. On the second floor there 
is a lounging room, more guest chambers, 
and sleeping rooms. 

There is no initiation fee, and the annual 
dues of the club are $15. Luncheon is 
served for 50 cents, and breakfast and 
dinner & la carte. Double rooms are $2 a 
day and single rooms $1. Each guest is 
allowed five guests’ cards for the year, 
but if the house is not crowded at any time 
others may be purchased. For afternoon 
tea friends may be invited freely, but 
guest cards are required for other meals. 
Men are received in the reception room. 

There will always be one of the members 
of the club in the house to act as chaperon, 
making it possible for mothers: to allow 
their daughters the privileges of the club. 
A full corps of servants will be kept in 
the house constantly under the care of a 
competent directress. 

There was nothing formal in the opening 
of the house, but in a few weeks a tea may 
be given, and the Executive Committee 
and members of the club will meet.

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PEACE PARTY OBJECTS 
TO NAVAL APPROPRIATION. 


Remonstrance Put In Circulation by 
Residents of Boston Who Oppose 
Secnetary Long’s Programme. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Nov. 18.—Prompted by the an- 
nouncement of the naval estimate to be 
submitted to Congress in December, in- 
volving the expenditure during the next 
fiscal- year of $100,000,000 and “ a larger in- 
crease programme than was ever presented 
to Congress,” a remonstrance prepared by 
a number of citizens, chiefly members of 


the American Peace Society, of which Sec- 
reta Long is a member, was put in cir- 
culation for signatures in this city to-day. 
The document follows: 

“To the President, Secretary of the Navy, 
and to the Members of Congress: 

‘““We regret to learn that the estimates 
for the navy for the coming fiscal year ag- 
gregate nearly $100,000,000. This is about 
five times the amount expended ten years 
ago. 

“The new estimates amount to an average 
cost of over $6 for every’ family in the 
country. Half of this sum appli toe edu- 
cation would support 5,000 manual training 
schools throughout the United States, We 
believe that it is needless extravagance to 
take for this purpose anything like $100,- 
000,000 out of the pockets of the people, 
most of whom never saw a warship. We 
hold that the maintenance of a vast ma- 
chinery of war is not only a serious burden 
upon the people, but a positive menace to 
the peace of the world. 

‘For more than a hundred years the 
United States has borne the honorable 
tradition of a Nation which has no need 
of a great armament. We urge all those 
who believe in justice and good will, as a 
great safeguard of the interests of a Na- 
tion, to exert their influence to maintain 
this high distinction.”’ 





William Henry Patterson. 


William Henry Patterson died yesterday 
at the New York Hospital, where he had 
been ill with typhoid fever for some time. 
He was a well-known member of the New 
York bar, and during the last three years 
was engaged in promoting a number of 
successful enterprises of prominence ih the 


business world. Mr. Patterson was gradu- 
ated from the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1876 and from the Law School of the 
university two years later. He began the 
study of law with J. C. Bullitt and eagle 
in practice in Philadelphia until 1886, when 
he removed to St. Paul. In 1895 he re- 
turned East and took up the practice of law 
in this city, where he resided until his 
death. Mr. Patterson was a member of 
the University, New York Yacht, Racquet, 
and Manhattan Clubs of this city and the 
University Club of Philadelphia. He is 
survived by his father, Joseph Patterson; 
a brother, J. Curtis Patterson, a civil en- 
gineer, and a sister, Mrs. Meredith Bailey, 
all of Philadelphia. 


Dr. William Fisher Norris. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—Dr. William 
Fisher Norris, a widely known oculist, died 
at his home here to-day, aged sixty-three 
years. Death was due to pneumonia. Dr. 
Norris was graduated from the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1861. He was appointed 
an Assistant Surgeon in the Union Army 
and was in charge of the Douglas Hospital 


at Washington in 1864. He was a former 
President of the American Ophthalmology 
Society, and was for thirty years attending 
surgeon of the Wills Eye Hospital here. 
He was Professor of Ophthalmology at the 
University of Pennsylgania at the time of 
his death. Dr. Norris s a prolific writer 
on medical topics, and his writipgs on dis- 
eases of the.eye are widely consulted.

Malcontent A. A. U. Clubs Brought 
Shy Back to the Fold. 


LOCAL REFORMS ALL GRANTED 


President Babb Re-elected President— 
Long List of New Records Sanc- 
tioned—Slight Change 
in Fees. 


‘National “athletics In many phases were 
considered yesterday by the magnates of 
the Amateur Athletic Union in their an- 
rnual meeting held in the Astor House. 
The delegates were in continuous session 
from 12 o’clock until 10 o’clock last night, 
long discussions over proposed changes of 
rules and other matters of importance to 
the athletic community making a prolonged 
and. active meeting. Secretary James E. 
Sullivan said just as the conference closed: 

“A stormy meeting? Why, not at all, 
we were all just as calm and friendly as 
brothers. It was a splendid meeting, with 
everything harmonious,”’ 

The report of the proceedings did not 
verify this cheerful picture in all of its 
particulars, but there was no acrimonious 
fight or wide difference of opinion on any 
subject such as to cause anything like on 
even split of the vote on opposite ides. 
An Incident of especial local interest was 
the appearance of John P. Boyle of the 
Pastime Athletic Club and James J. Fraw- 
ley. before the meeting. They were rot 
delegates, but. were allowed to appear be- 
fore the body and make a statement. ‘The 
theme of their remarks was that they had 
been misrepresented and made to aprest 
as though hostile to the National dy. 
This Mr. Boyle vigorqusly disclaimed, us- 
serting that he had rer threatened to 
secede from the Amateur. Athletic Union, 
that he was loyal to it and always hud 
been, but that he had seen fit to complain 
about some methods of management in 
the Metropolitan Athletic Association. He 
stated that the opposition of certain clubs 
Was for the purpose of getting reforms, 
and as the local association had passed 
favorably upon the proposed changes, ke 
begged the parent body to consider them tn 
the same light. All of these were after- 
ward accepted by the delegates. 

Twenty-nine delegates attended 
meeting. They represented all of the 
ive associations except the Sogthern and 
the Pacific Northwest, but the latter was 
abandoned during the session and Its ter- 
ritory given over to the Pacific Associa- 
tion. Four of the seven allied members 
Were represented.

The three principal resolutions passed at 
the last meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the Metropdian Association were that 
the clubs sho have one representative 
each. on the board, that the handicapper 
should be’ elepted by all the delegates to the 
annual association meeting, and that the 
Legislative Committee be instructed to pre- 
pare a more correct amateur rule, to be 
acted upon at the meeting one year from 
now. hey were all passed favorably by 
the geiere! bo@y. The first one, respect- 
ing larger ‘representation on the Board of 
Managers, provoked some discussion. Bar- 
tow 8. Weeks called attention to the fact 
that in former days when there was a 
board of twenty-five, it was often difficult 
to transact business owing to the trouble of 
getting a quorum together, and he thought 
that. with over fifty representatives, as 
there will be under the new regulation, it 
would be even more difficult. . W. Ru- 
hien of the St.. George's Athletic Club, and 
‘whose members were in sympathy with the 
#0-ealled malcontent element in the Merto- 
politan Association, defended the new rule 
valiantly. No opposition was encountered 
from the other associations, and when the 
vote was taken all voted in favor except 
C.iC. Hughes and John Steil. This new rul- 
ing. however, is not to be binding upon the 
other associations unless they act upon it 
favorably. In other words, they may use 
local option and the rule must be acted 
upon by the ‘Metropolitan Association and 
incorporated in the constitution, when it 
will go into effect at once, and the board 
increased. 

There was no discussion over the motion 
that the Legislation Committee prepare a 
more concise amateur definition. There 
was reason for any, as no legitimate 
discussion can occur until the new rule is 
drafted and brought before the meeting. 

A change in dividing the $7.50 sanction 
fee in the Metropolitan Association was 
adopted after considerable discussion, and 
hereafter the association will retain F and 
Temit $2.50 to the Amateur Athletic Union. 
The $5.mémbership' fee was reduced to $2.50 
upon application of the Atlantic Associa- 
tion, although the Legislation Committee, 
in its report on the subject, advised that it 
be not adopted. The requests to have the 
sanction fee reduced from $10 to $2.50 was 
rejected, as was the request to strike out 
General Rule No. 8. This rule has been in 
disfayor with many athletes who wished to 
see a more liberal policy in regard to pro- 
ipavtonale 1 aera in certain contets. 

he rule st ruietes that no professfonal 
centest or exhibition shall be allowed at 
any meetings, games, or entertainments 
held .under the auspices of the Amateur 
Athietic Union, except that regularly em- 
ployed instructors may take part with their 
pupils. A long discussion resulted over this 
rule, but in the interest of purity of ama- 
teur contests it was considered best to 
make no change. 


‘SECEDING CLUBS BROUGHT BACK, 


-One of the most important acts of the 
meeting was the virtual receiving back into 
the fold of the malcontent clubs which 
formed the Middle Atlantic Association 
some years ago, and have ever since been 
the-most ‘active body of athletes in oppo- 
ai ry to the Amateur Athletic Union in 
the country. This association and its great 
succéss have attracted general attention. It 
Ww composed of twelve clubs, chiefly in 
Baltimore.

tricting of the Atlantic Association, dividing into 
two districts, one to consist of Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania,_and Southern New Jersey, and the oth- 
er district to consist of Maryland, West Virginia, 
Virginia, District of Columbia, North and uth 
Carolina, provided such of the petitioning clubs 
as are unquestionably bona fide athletic organi- 
zations shall immediately join the Atlantic As- 
sociation, and especially that at least these five 
clubs join the Atlantic Association; Maryland 
Athletic Club, Druid Athletic Club, Walbrook 
Athletic Club, Clark Athletic Club, and Subur- 
ban Club; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the petition of the said so-called 
Middle Atlantic Association be referred to the 
Board of Governors of the Amateur Athletic 
Union for such action as said Board of Governors 
see fit to take. 

In other words this.means that just as 
soon as the five clubs mentioned join the 
forces of the Amateur Athletic Union, the 
new changes In districts in the Atlantic As- 
sociation will take place.

Harvard Excited Over Charges 
Coming from New Haven. 


NO LIKELIHOOD OF PROTEST 


Cutts, Campbell, and Kernan the Men 
Mentioned—Yale Management Seems 
Distressed About the Matter. 


As the contest between Harvard and 
Yale draws near, the winning of which will 
decide the football champtonship, there is 
talk of professionalism, and the men ac- 
cused are members of the Harvard eleven. 
There is no likelihood, however, that Yale 
will protest any member of the Harvard 
eleven, although campus talk at New 
Haven has for some time connected the 
names of Capt. Campbell, Cutts, and Ker- 
nan with professionalism. Much to the dis- 
tress of the Yale management, this talk 
drifted into print, and the following ap- 
peared in a New Haven paper last night: 

“Three of the most valuable men on the 
Harvard team are involved in charges of 
professionalism of straight and simple 
character. The three men are Capt. Camp- 
bell, end; Cutts, tackle, and Kernan, half 
back. The case of Kernan is perhaps the 
most pointed. It is said that he has played 
‘baseball for cash, and specifications of his 
receiving $30 for pitching a game in South 
Boston last Summer are said to be sub- 
stantiated. The case of Cutts when sifted 
amounts to this, it is said. He was for 
three years instructor in Haverford Col- 
lege, and a part of his work was teaching 
football to the college eleven. Three years 
of teaching gave Cutts a lot of practical 
experience in playing the game. Capt. 
Campbell coached at Worcester Academy 
when a student there.”’ 


None of the Yale officials would admit 
last night that any action was contem- 
plated, 

Harvard is greatly inicensed over this re- 
port, although she is not worrying over 
charges of professtonalism being preferred 
against Cutts or any other member of the 
"Varsity eleven. In fact, word was re- 
ceived from New Haven that the state- 
ments published were without foundation, 
and it is certain that Yale has taken na 
action in the matter. Cutts, Campbell, and 
Keynan, whose names have been mentioned, 
are pronounced guiltless of sorne ap- 
proaching professionalism or’ ineligibility 
of any sort. Campbell has played three 
years without protest. 

Speaking of Cutts, Capt. Campbell, who 
at the time evidently knew nothing about 
his own name being connected with the 
professional charges, said: ‘‘ Cutts is en- 
tirely eligible for the football team of either 
Harvard or Yale under. the rules which pre- 
vail at both universities. There is no ques- 
tion of professionalism and has been none, 
The management has not received a pro- 
test from Yale. Mr. Cutts was in inter- 
collegiate athletics three years at Bates 
College, taught mathematics at Haverford 
Preparatory School, and is now in the sec- 
ond year of the Harvard Law School.”

The Yale team ran through an hour’s sig- 
nal wark yesterday, trying some of the 
new plays that will be used against the 
Crimson Saturday. Owsley and Hinkle, the 
freshman half backs; Weekes, the tackle, 
and White, the freshman full back, were 
taken to the ’Varsity squad and played on 
the college team. After the regular signal

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The remarkable features of yester- 
day’s stock market were its wonderful 
powers of resistance to the aggressive 
bear attacks made upon it, and the 
marked recovery in prices once these 
attacks ceased. Up to practically the 
last hour of trading the market was 
subjected to professional pressure in 
every department, traders hammering 
the list with apparent confidence that 
prices would yield easily—the statement 
being made,.that the “ big men” were 
anxious to have prices lower because of 
the developments in the money market. 
The gold export engagements for the 
day, exceeding $7,000,000, were made 
much of by the would-be depressors of 
values; and it was declared that, inas- 
much as other exports would probably 
be made later in the week, a money 
squeeze could under no circumstances be 
avoided. 

In addition, the statement of Gov. Van 
Sant of Minnesota that he purposed to 
proceed to test the legality of the 
Northern Securities Company was pa- 
raded with much ado by the bears, the 
assertion being that this rang the death- 
knell of the Great Northern-Northern 
Pacific-Burlfngton deal. Yet, in sipte of 
all this depressing talk, the money mar- 
ket developments, and the free offer- 
ings of securities by stock-market raid- 
ers, quotations did not yield materially 
at any time during the day—and this 
though some few timid holders were 
frightened into selling. 

Explanation for this appears in the 
fact that the larger interests in the 
Street came readily to the support of 
the market and took, with assurance and 
confidence, all the long and short stock 
offered. Reasons for this confidence ap- 
peared when it was disclosed that the 
heavy gold exports had been to a mate- 
rial extent offset by large bond pur- 
chases, by substantial receipts of cur- 
rency from the interior, and by a mill- 
jon-dollar gold import shipment from 
Canada. Apropos of this, it may be said 
that representative bankers continue 
firm in their convictions that there will 
be no money stringency, and as bearing 
out this view, point out that yesterday, 
notwithstanding the export engage- 
ments, call money at no time rose above 
5 per cent., while most of the day’s loans 
were made at 4% per cent. 

As for the utterances of Minnesota’s 
Governor, they were, by the leaders in 
the financial district, not taken as sig- 
nificant of anything other than a desire 
by the Governor to make some little po- 
litical capital. Certainly, whether this 
is or is not a fair view to take, it is a 
truth that not one of the parties inter- 
ested in the Northern Pacific deal was 
yesterday the least perturbed over the 
news from the*West setting out the in- 
tended adverse action against the con- 
summation of the project, As is known, 
the deal under discussion was not put 
through until the most eminent legal tal- 
ent in the country had been consulted 
and had passed upon the legality of it in 
its every phase.

STRENGTH OF THE READINGS. 


The remarkable’ strength of the Reading 
issues in the face of a generally declining 
market was the feature of the day. The 
buying supporting the stocks was pro- 
hounced to be of the best, in many quar- 
ters being credited to the First National 
Bank interests. 

As in a measure explanatory of the pur- 
chases it is pointed out that the voting 
trust in the property expires in a few 
months, and the theory is that the Morgan 
interests are now buying the shares in or- 
der to assure control to themselves on the 
expiration of the trust. 

In another quarter the statement is that 
the purchases may be for the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, which, it is claimed, has had 
an eye on Reading for some time. 

As has been the case for several days, no 
official statement can be gotten in the mat- 
ter. 

It was said in the Street after the close 
of business that Reading's net earnings for 
the month of October will show an increase 
as compared with October a year ago of 
$1,300,000. In this connection it will be re- 
called that last year the strike was on in 
the coal district and the business of all the 
roads suffered severely. 


AMERICAN LOCOMOTIVE. 
American Locomotive stocks were early 
in the day generally “‘tipped”’ for a sub- 
stantial rise, and on the strength of the tip 
both issues—the common of which last 
week gained over 5 points and the preferred 
over 3—opened fractionally higher. These 


opening prices were sufficiently inviting to 
some of last week’s buyers to tempt to not 
a little profit taking, as a result of which 
the quotations sagged off somewhat. They 
were given good support, however, appar- 
ently by a pool operating in the stocks who 
are credited with the intention of putting 
them considerably higher, with the result 
that each stock closed several points up. 

The only reason offered for the buying of 
the shares was that which was advanced 
last week, to the effect that the company 
is doing a very large business, said to be at 
the rate of $30,000,000 a year.

The advances of 18 points in Wells-Fargo 
and of 3% in American Express were due 
mainly to a continuation of the buying 
which has been a feature in the express 
stocks since the declaration of the extra 
dividends on the shares of American and 
Adams Express. 

While the Readings were distinctly the 
leaders in the coal group, all the coal stocks 
were strong, notably Jersey

PABST PORTICO MUST GO| 


Court Orders Its Removal at the 
Hotel Proprietors’ Expense. 


“in All My Practice at the Law | Never 
Heard a Cheekier Defense,” Says 
Justice McAdam. 


Supreme Court, Special Term, Part III., Me- 
Adam, sr of New York vs. Thorley et al.— 
This is @ suit in equity to compel the defend- 
ants, owner and -lessee. of the premises on 
the northwest corner of Broadway and Forty- 
second Street, in this borough, to take down 
and remove at their own expense the porticu 
erected in front of the building, said portico 
extending southerly from the house line sixteen 
feét in and upon the public sidewalk, and along 
the front of the building about forty-seven feet, 
and being about two stories in height. The 
structure was-erected without lawful authority, 
is an unlawful incumbrance upon the highway, 
and the plaintiff is entitled to a decree requiring 
the ‘defendants forthwith to remove the same at 
their own expense. (Wheelock vs. Newman, 108 
N. Y¥., 17%) Decree accordingly, with costs. 

The above decision and decree of Supreme 
Court Justice David McAdam were ren- 
dered yesterday after a hearing in the case, 
which wag practically to determine if the 
pertico and inclosed balcony of the Pabst 
Hotel, in Forty-second Street, between 
Seventh Avenue and Broadway, squat ille- 
Bally on: public property worth now about 
$40,000, in which event they would have to 
be taken down. At the conclusion of the 
testimony Justice McAdam, in briefly an- 
novuneing that he found for the plaintiff, 
said: 

‘In all my fifty-three years of practice 
at the law I never heard a cheekier defense. 
if I had done what these people did I 
would have been promptly incarcerated and 
probably serving my time befo¥e this.” 

The case came up in Special Term, Part 
Ill, at 10:30 A. M. yesterday for assign- 
ment for trial. Emanuel Blumenstiel asked 
for an adjournment. If it had béen granted 
it would have been the thirty-seventh dila- 
tory. gain secured by him for his clients, 
Charles Thorley and James B. Regan, re- 
spectively -the owner and lessee of the 
Pabst Hotel since July 8, 1900, when THE 
NEw YorK Times first called attention to 
encroachments upon public sidewalks, cit- 
ing among other instances that of the 
Pabst portico as flagrant. Justice Mc- 
Adam denied the motion, told Mr. Blumen- 
ene that the case of his clients had not a 

ig to otnns > and set the trial perempto- 

y for 1 P. 

Then haries Blandy and Charles A, 
O'Neil of the Law Department appeared 
for the plaintiff, the City of New York, 
and Mr. Blumenstie!l for the defendants, of 
whom Regan was present. Mr. Blumenstiel 
appealed again in vain for delay, and Mr. 
Blandy briefly outlined the case as of ille- 
gal squatting on public territory, handing 
to. the Justice photographs of the portico 
and balcony. Mr. Blandy said that the Bu- 
reau of Incumbrances did not have the 
$2,000 that would be needed to take down 
and remove the illegal structure, ahd the 
guit was brought to compel the defendants 
to do this at their own expense. He did not 
know of any defense that could be made to 
the ‘suit, as the facts of the structure ille- 
gally incumbring the sidewalk were ad- 
mitted. 

Gerald 8S. Griffin, Assistant Engineer of 
the Bureau of Chief Engineer of the De- 
partment of Highways, proved, in spite of 
objections. from Mr. Blumenstiel, which 
were overruled by the court, that the por- 
tico encroached on the sidewalk, about six- 
teen feét from the house line and forty- 
seven feet along it. 

Mr. Blumenstiel tried to show that other 
structures in the neighborhood encroached 
on the sidewalk, and Mr. Blandy admitted 
this. 

Thomas McGuinness, an Inspector in the 
Bureau. of Incumbrances, proved that April 
3. 1900, he reported to the Department of 
Highways. the adding of a story to the 
portico whose present condition he de- 
scribed. April 4, 1900, he notified the own- 
ers of the Pabst Hotel to remove the porti- 
co. 

Hans Becker, a structural iron expert, 
said that at the request of city officials he 
had computed the cost of taking down and 
emoving the incumbrance. It would be 
1.500 to $1,800. 

Mr. Blandy said he was in a position that 
judgment was entered in a municipal court 
against the defendant Regan for maintain- 
ing the portico for one day, and that he 
paid the fine, $5. 

Mr. Blumenstiel’s only defense was to 
offer in evidence resolutions passed by the 
Municipal Assembly to legalize the exist- 
ence of the portico. Justice McAdam be- 
came impatient, and when Mr. Blumenstiel 
admitted that these never became munici- 
pal law, he exclaimed: ‘‘ Such resolutions 
no more resemble law than a cat does an 
elephant.”’ 

Then the court commented as above 
quoted on the character of the defense, and 
gave judgment in favor of the city. 

Mr. Blumenstiel said last evening that 
he had come to no determination in regard 
to a stay and an appeal. 


HOWARD GOULD’S $300,000. 


Invested It in a South American Planta- 
tion and Indications Are that 
He Will Lose It. 


It looks at present, judging from the. na- 
ture of a suit now pending in the Supreme 
Court, as if Howard Gould, owing to the 
Colombian _revolution, would lose a good 
part of a $200,000 investment in a South 
American coffee and. cattle plantation. 
This suit was brought in the Supreme 
Court by Richard C. Boyd, the coffee im- 
porter' at 132 Front Street, against Julio 
Vale of San Jose de Cucute, Colombia, for 
the. recovery of.15 per cent. commission on 
Mr. Gould's. investment of $300,000, which 
Boyd, on account of his long friendship 
with the millionaire, succeeded in securing 
in behalf of Vale. 

Julio Vale came to this country in 1804 
to raise money “ which to develop a 
vast ranch which had. been left to him by 
his father in San Jose de Cucute. His idea 
was that with capital he could develop the 
estate imto one of the greatest coffee and 
cattle growing plantations in South Ameri- 
ca. He went to Boyd, who at once thought 
of Howard Gould, whom he had known in- 
timately since the days when the two were 
in’ school together. e offered to interest 
Gould in the scheme for 15 per cent. of 
whatever amount the young millionaire 
might be willing to invest. 

Mr. Gould advanced $800,000, and youn 
Vale went back to South America an 
went into coffee growing, and cattle. rais- 
ing on a large sca To develop such vast 
estates, however, requires time, and the 
coming of the revolution in Colombia acted 
ae. a gg setback to the development 
scheme yd, according to his attorneys, 
waited for four years for his commission 
on the Gould jnvescment, and after recelv- 
ity, 01 onlyg $2.000 from Vale, began suit. 

has lingered along in the courts, 
and a few days ago ex-Judge Horace Rus- 
sell, counsel for Vale, appeared before Jus- 
tice Lawrence in the upreme Court and 
asked that a commission be appointed to 
take beidence in the case, as Vale was in 
South America, ana on account of the revo- 
lution was unable to leave his ranch. The 
motion was denied, and the case will come 
up. for trial next week. It is said that not 


only is Vale's wealth gone, but that his life 
is in peemeney. on account of the revolution.

DEVERY’S CASE GOES OVER

Justice Jerome Decides that He 
Will Not Hear. It. 


The Charges of Oppression and Neglect 
of Duty Will Be Presented Before 


Justice Holbrook. 


Justice Jerome announced yesterday that 
he would not hear the charges of oppression 
and neglect of duty against Deputy Police 
Commissioner Devery, though the Supreme 
Court had decided that he could do so. 

After several adjournments the case was 
set down for a hearing yesterday morning, 
and it was thought that Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery would be in court, but he 
was represented by counsel. Justice Je- 
rome said that he preferfed not to hear the 
case, and suggested thaf it be transferred 
to Magistrate Cornell if he had no objec- 
tions. Magistrate Cornell said that he was 
just about to take a vacation, and hence 
could not conveniently hear it, so it was 
finally decided that all the police cases, 
including the case against Deputy Commis- 


sioner Devery, should be adjourned until 
to-morrow afternoon, when they will be 
heard by Justice Holbrook, who will sit as 
a Magistrate. 

Before Justice Holbrook can go on with 
the examination Of Mr. Devery, however, 
the District Attorney's office must file 
with the clerk minutes to the effect that 
the writ of prohibition against Justice Je- 
rome has been dismissed by Justice O’Gor- 
man. This had not been done yesterday 
afternoon, so that it would have been im- 
ossible to have proceeded with the exam- 
nation even if all parties had been present 
and ready. 


will be filed with the Clerk of Special Ses- 


sions, where all the records of Justice Je- 
rome’s work as a Magistrate have been 
kept, and so far as the District Attorney’s 


office is concerned, the case will be ready 


for trial. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


CONFIDENTIAL RELATION OF EMPLOYER 
AND EMPLOYE.—The Magnolia Metal Com- 
pany, in February, 1900, engaged Walter B. 
Price as a traveling salesman for three 
years at a salary of $7,000. Price cove- 
nanted not to reveal any of the company's 
business secrets, and, in the event of iis 
connection -with the company being sev- 
ered, he was not, either directly or indi- 
rectly, to engage in a similar business. He 
left the company’s employ a few months 
later, and in a suit brought by the latter 
to enforce the agreement, the complaint 
alleged that Price with others started a 
rival company khown as the Runskool 
Metal Company; that he had lured away 
employes of the Magnolia Company, and 
that he was making use of its trade secrets. 
The plaintiff tried to prove many of the 
complaint’s allegations, but was prevented 
by the trial Judge, Who dismissed the ac- 
tion mainly on the ground that part of the 
contract restrained the defendant from en- 
gaging in any ee which would com- 
pete with that of th agnolia Metal Com- 
pany, and was therefore void as in restraint 
of trade. The Appellate. Division has or- 
dered a reversal of the jud 
Ingraham, for the court, after referring to } 
the fact that the plaint company had to 
compete with dealers who manufactured a 
similar metal, and that Price’s position was 
a confidential one, rr him to gain 
a complete knowledge of all the Magnolia 
Metal Company’s customers; says: 

“ When a person occupied such a position, 
which enabled him to obtain such informa- 
tion of the plaintiff’s business, it was quite 
esential for the plaintiff's protection that

How essential this covenant was 
Ths the plaintiff's protection, is established 
by the conduct of the defendant. He en- 
tered the plaintiff's employ with no knowl- 
edge of the business conducted by it. 
Within a short time he had induced the 
New Engiand representative of the plain- 
tiff, and one of its largest~customers, to 
organize a corporation to compete for its 
penne and is now the President of such 
rporation, trying to induce the plain- 
tiff s agents to leave its,employ, using the 
knowledge of the_ plaintiff's customers, 
which he obtained While in its employ, to 
secure them for thé: new corporati6n, ahd 
thus Cirootls injuting the plaintiff’s busi- 
ness by using ‘the business secrets in- 
trusted to him for his own advantage and 
to the injury of ‘the’ plaintiff.’’

RECOVERY ON.CONTRACT Not Provep.—A | 
judgment fecovered by Hénry Kune against 
the Fitzgerald Brothers’ Brewing Company 
for breach of a contraet of employment, 
has been reversed by»the Appellate -Divi- 
sion, in an opinion by Justice Ingraham.

‘Thus, says ‘Justice Ingraham, ‘“ the 
court eliminated from the consideration of 
the jury the only breach of the contract 
alleged in the complaint, and upon which 
the plaintiff based his right to a recovery, 
by holding that a correct construction of 
the contract did not require the defendant 
to furnish the plaintiff with these expenses, 
and that the refusal of the defendant to 
furnish the expenses was not a breach of 
any contract that they had made. But the 

laintiff Sotainel a recovery because of a 
preach h of a contract which was not alleged 
‘and which a review of the evidence shows 
was not proved.”
